A source, who has furnished reliable information 
in the past, made available on June 22, 1963, a tape 
recorded speech recently made by WILLIAM P. GALE of Los 
Angeles, California. His speech is quoted as follows: 

"Thank you, and good evening ladies and 
gentlemen. I don't have too much to report, but what 
I have I'm going to say as a clergyman and also as a 
military officer of the United States, because the 
Constitution of the United States- is being violated, 
and I'm under oath to uphold,' defend and preserve that constitution 
against all enemies whomsoever, both fdfeign or domestic, and that 
is ex actly what I'm going to do, and there are a lot of other 
military men who are going to do the same thing. But, you 
probably read a book, some of you, that ah, they are going to 
probably propagandize with a picture as fast as possible which 
is a factious story about some military take-over of the United 
States. .. .ah, this is to destroy the reputation, the faith of 
the people in the military, and this book, I've forgotten the 
name of it at the moment, I think it is the 'Seventh Day in May' 
or something like that. Now they ire going to try and 
propagandize you with that. Now there is not going to be a 
military coup in this country. But I can report to you and 
I'll give you some background because it is important to come 
up to this Alabama situation. We have the Arkansas situation 
where Mr. EISENHOWER committed a felony by using Federal 
Troops as a police force in a State. This is a felony. Section 
1385 of Title 18 of the United States Code says whoever uses 
the Army or the Air Force as a posse comitatus, which means a

police force or otherwise to execute, the laws, shall be 
fined ten thousand dollars, or imprisoned three years, or 
both. Tfoe felony. 

"Now, Mississippi incident another felony was 
committed by another President. The Armed Forces of the 
United States were again used as a police force in a State, 
without the request of the Governor or the legislature of 
the State as provided in Article 4, Section 4 of the Constitution. 
This is a violation of an oath of office. It's a felony. Now, 
in Mississippi, as well as in Arkansas, and now in Alabama, 
these felonies have been committed again:, the second time by 
a President of the United States, by the same President. Now, 
what does this mean? You get in the newspapers and on your 
newscasts on the radio and television that Mr. KENNEDY 
used Section 333 of Title 10 of United States Code which 
says he can use the military forces but that law is irrelevant 
it's void and it's not valid in this instant®, that statute 
isn't, because it provides for a certain condition to enforce 
certain laws and there were no laws being enforced. A law 
is an act of the legislature. There was no act of any 
legislature being forced in Alabama, or in Mississippi, or 
in Arkansas. These, ah, the President says, that these, and 
the newspapers tell you, that the laws he's enforcing are 
the orders of courts. In other words, they are trying to 
tell you that an order of a court is a law. The courts have 
been given no power under the constitution to make any law. 

The judiciary is given the power to rule on a case at law, 
and that ruling is the law for the case and nothing more. It 
does not constitute the law of the land. And any congress- 
man or member of the legislature who goes along with this, is 
talking himself out of a job, because if we submit that courts 
and judges can make laws we don't need those congressmen i back 
there anymore, so lets bring them home. Not pay them anymore.

"Now, this has some^background, because during 
the Mississippi conditions certain patriots went to 
Mississippi* General WALKER went to Mississippi. He was 
kidnapped. He wasn’t arrested, he was kidnapped. There 
was no order of any court for his arrest, no grand jury 
indictment. There was no order of any court to commit him 
to any institution and there was no extradition order signed 
by the Governor of Mississippi, to remove him from the State 
All of these were done, unlawfully and in criminal contempt 
of the law. So, again, after that incident the FBI were 
investigating. They Investigated me, they asked me whether 
I was in Mississippi, I said certainly. was I there to 
oppose the Armed Forces of the United States, and was I 
armed to the teeth. I said I had my Bible, which is the 
word of God, therefore, I was armed to the teeth, (applause) 
They said was I armed otherwise. I said absolutely. Well, 
they said, ah, wefce concerned with people who would be 
armed to oppose the Armed Forces. I said I don’t oppose 
the Armed Forces particularly, but I would oppose anybody 
with my arms who tries to kidnap me, and I want you to 
remember that. Anytime you try to kidnap me or any of 
my associates under any of these conditions in the future, 
we will kill you. (applause) And for the purposes of the 
tape audiences as well as youself here tonight, you know 
PATRICK HENRY once said 'give me liberty or give me death 9 . 
Well, I have a great Navy Admiral, who:ja a friend of mine 
and he's very outspoken and I'll say it exactly the way 
he says it. He says 'the hell with give me liberty or give 
me death, give me liberty or we'll give you death', 
(applause) So, the second time 1 was visited before this 
Alabama situation, not this time by the FBI, but by the 
Secret Service. They must have been worried because they 
are supposedto protect the President, and I understood he 
was coming out this way. But they wergrft so worried about 
me, apparently they were worried about a man by the name of

"Dr. SWIFT. Now there were a lot of lies being told to 
the FBI about myself, and Dr. SWIFT and all of us in this 
anti- Communist fight. These lies have been planted by the 
Jews. They have been trying to set a pattern that we 
would assassinate the President, so they might possibly do 
it, and everybody would come to blame us. We are wise to 
their tricks. So I asked these Secret Service men some 
questions, and I invited them to come to these meetings, 
and I hope they do. (applause) 

"What we say, we say openly. We have no secrets. 
What I'm saying tonight, I'm saying openly. And, instead 
of the propaganda that is going to be put out by this so 
called picture, trying to make it appear as though there 
might be a military cpiap, we want you and all of the tape 
audience of America to know tonight that there are a few 
military officers associated with me and we are going to 
Washington, D. C. , and we are gohg to warn these people 
who are doing all these things that we hear in the barber 
shops all over the country that if they don't stop it, 
they are going to get killed, (applause) We're just 
worried about them. We're informing them, protect them 
if possible. Because if they don't stop it, these conditions 
are getting so bad, that men might, like Senator CAGLE 
just might not be around for election next year, (applause) 
So my comment to these Secret Service men, and it will be 
this all the time when they ask me where I stand in 
relation to this Federal Government, my answer is thisi 
I support the Federal Government of the United States, 
that is a constitution republic, upholding the constitution 
of the United States, but if that Federal Government you're 
talking about for me to support is a Communist Government, 
I'll fight it to the death, (applause) And they asked me 
if I thought it was going Communist, and I said it has 
already gone, (applause)

"Now we come to Alabama. Again this 
violation of the constitution. The Constitution of 
the United States gives Congress the power to bring 
the militia of several states into the service of the 
United States. The Constitution of the United States 
does not give the executive branch such power. No 
President has any power to order the ^Military Forces 
of a State into Federal service. It is a violation of 
the constitution. Therefore, there again is a felony 
and a violation of an oath of office. Every Governor 
in this State, including the Governor of Alabama has 
the power to declare jiS he is the only 
one who has power to declare M a lrstig t: law. He is the 
only military officer involved. The President of the 
United States is a civilian. He has been given a title 
if you read the records of the Continental Congress you 
find this very clear. The President has been given a 
title as Commander and Chief of the Army and the Navy, 
and it is a title and not a rank. The title has no 
military authority, no more than the Kentucky Colonels, 
unless, and until Congress declares war, the purpose of 
that title is to maintain civilian control over the 
military, he is not a military officer, he is a civilian 
and he has no military power unless, and until Congress 
declares wa r° 

"Every Governor was a military officer ofhLs 
State, he was the comander of a States Militia before 
we ever had a union known as the United States of America 
and before we ever had a President of the United States. 

That Governor still retains that military power and can 
employ if, and is the only one who has the power to declare 
Ms&sSi&l- law in his State. Therefore.! was urging Governor 
WALLACE of Alabama, to declare ^flftial - law the moment that 
Jew KAIZEN BACH came in front of him and said 'I now declare 
'iwre&yt L law, you and these niggers are under arrest, take 
them to jail, (applause) This he could have done, lawfully

"and with full powers but Governor WALLACE didn’t want to 
do that. Now I'm repeating some of this because Governor 
WALLACE is now on our tape program. He is receiving these 
tapes. And if the ©neiny doesn't like it he can lump it, 
because he will receive information in these tapes. Now 
he had a telegram from a judge that said if he went up there 
to stop those Negroes from going to school that he would 
receive many years in jail. This was a threat that was sent 
to him the night before he left. They were threatening him 
with jail terms if he violated the court order. . He violated 
it. He told me why, and why he didn't declare totCMx law. 

He said 9 1 want to prove to the American people that there 
is -a military dictatorship in Washington, D. C. now 9 , and I 
believe he proved it. (applause) Of course he didn't have 
to prove it to a lot of us we already knew it. But, there 
were a lot who did not know it. Oh, there is another thing 
I want to go out over this tape audience all over the country, 
and for you to think about too. This Jew KATZENBACH, stood 
in front of him and said that these Negroes had the right to 
go to school. This Is another lie. There is nothing in the 
Constitution of the United States that give anybody, white, 
black, yellow, green, purple or regardless of what color 
they are any right to an education. The education you 
receive is a privilege, it is granted by title State and the 
local community. It is not a constitutional right, and again 
there is no such a thing as a civil right. It's a phrase 
claimed by the Communists again and has been put in your 
newspapers, you've been constantly told of it these civil 
rights. There are no civil rights mentioned in the 
Constitution of the United States. There are Constitutional 
Rights, no such a thing as civil rights. So, lets get some 
of these terms straight. I can tell you from contact, that 
Southerners are waking up and the Southerners now know that 
the Jew is behind Communism, (applause) In fact they are not 
going to take very much of this Jew inspired Communism any 
longer. And, there may be a possibility that these egg**heads 
have the nerve to attempt to arrest Governor WALLACE for his 
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"so called violation of a court order which he 
tested and had the right to test, and if they do, and 
I don't care who is listening to this, I will call now 
for 1 b rd core all over the United States of America to 
get ready and we will go there to defend Governor 
WALLACE and don't try to stop us, cause we'll shoot our 
way through if we have to. (applause) 

"We will not be kidnapped. Now I heard some 
good stories, I always learn something when I go to the 
South. I learned to say one thing ’come along'’come along', 

I can't get it quite right. But, I also learned there was 
a Negro who went out and robbed a bank in the daytime, and 
when they cacrght him they said why do you commit your 
robberies in the daytime, he had committed several. He said 
'you don't think I'm going out in that nigger area during 
the night. I'll get robbed'. These are the conditions there. 
Governor WALLACE knows the score. He can declare Marshal law 
at any time and he knows it, he may if he has to. He says 
they'll disregard it and they'll go to court and everything. 

I told him don't worry about that, because when you declare 
Marshal law, there are no more courts, you are the law, and 
if a judge issues an order against you, I said have them 
arrested and issue an order for his court-martial, (applause) 

So he said I've lost my National Guard, they Federalized it. 

I said they did that unlawfully they had no 1 ; power to do it, 
you issue an order to all your National Guard officers that 
they are under your command, they are not Federalized, they 
will receive no orders from Washington, D. C. , from the 
Defense Department or from anyone bit you as the Commander and 
Chief of this National .Guard. He said well maybe they won't 
obey me. I said well I'm an Army officer and I'll volunteer 
to go give them these instructions and I'll guarantee they'll 
do it. (applause) And I want those in the South and those 
here who might have a future example qra future experience to 
know, that when a Governor declares 4s®xSWair law there is no 
more civil law, no more courts, unless he establishes a military 
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"court and he can arrest anyone , whether it be United 
States Army, whether it be a Federal Judge, whether it 
be Mr. KATZENBACH, BOBBY KENNEDY, or anyone else that 
comes into his State to violate the law. (applause) 

The law for the State of Alabama is the law which was 
enacted by the legislature of Alabama. It is not the 
opinion of any court. And they might as well learn it. 

We are hoping they do try to arrest the Governor of 
Alabama, and I put this call out now to all hard core 
patriots of America, get ready now, because if they do, 
we are going to go, move. Move from everywhere, (applause) 
And the Governor has also said that if they arrest him he - 
is going to put out a call for a quarter of a million 
people to come to fight for him and to help him. His 
mail was heavy. He showed me a whole room full of mail, 
and a terriLfie, amount was from California. And we want 
some more to go to let Governor WALLACE know that we support 
him in his stand, (applause) 

"This is not political, this is a question, is 
the Constitution of the United States still the Constitution 
apparently not. They have given and JESUS said by their 
work H@ shall know them, they have given us a clear 
concise example and a promise, they have done if, they have 
violated the Constitution and they look like they are going 
to continue to do it. So, I can assure you that besides 
these other actions to defend the Governor of a State who 
will uphold the Constitution, there will be some activity 
directed towards Washington, D. C. , to warn these people 
what might happen to them, because we're hearing all over, 
and this warning will be given by an Admiral of the United 
States Navy, a General of the United States Marine Corps, 
a General of the United States Air Force, and CdbneL of the 
United States Army, and it will be given to those people in 
Washington, D. C. straight from the shoulder, (applause) 
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"Keep up the support of this tape program 
it's terrific, it’s waking them up all over America . 

You'd be surprised how many people came to where I was 
in Alabama, they were Dr. SWIFT's tape groups from all 
over the South, and it's waking them up to t&us saith 
the Lord and that has been the big problem all over the 
country, the problem t&s been, the pulpits, the preachers, 
have not been preaching not thus s a ith the Lord, they have 
been preaching integration social gospej., they don't know 
their scriptures, they are telling the people that CHRIST 
was a Jew and the Jews are GOD's chosen people. When I 
quote John;8 'JESUS called the Jews the children of- the 
devil* if he were a Jew, he would be one of the devil's 
children then, and they scratch their heads and can't 
figure it out. So you see this is the truth, the' truth 
is going out on Dr. SWIFT on the scriptures, the theological 
truth, this is what's strengthening America. So lets 
support it, get it out, and if I haven't covered some things 
that happened in Alabama, you know that the general program 
of the Governor was not to do what I wanted to do, cause for 
me the third times a charm and that was the first time. But 
for him, he had another job and he did it.' I think he 
accomplished it. That was to stand in the door to show you 
that the Constitution of the United States has been destroyed 
from Washington, D. C. , and that a military dictatorship 
does exist. It does, it's there, don't kid yourself. So as 
Dr. SWIFT says, get yourself equipped to fight (not audible) 
and- I can assure you that we are going to fight' it, cause - 
JESUS said to PILATE in that day mine will fight forme, 
so let those are enemy and getting reports from this 
audience and this microphone know we are going to fight 
and we will, (applause)"

The records of the Credit Association show GALE 
as a retired Amy officer and an engineer for North American 
Aviation, Canoga Park, California-. 

When interviewed in December, 1962, GALE stated he 
was manager for the securities firm of Wadell and Reed. He 
also stated he is Assistant Minister of the Church of Jesus 
Christ - Christian. 

GALE gave the address of the securities office where 
he is employed as 9301 Wilshire Boulevard, Los Angeles, 
California, telephone number 276-2073* and the address of the 
church where he is Assistant pastor as 1749 North La Brea 
Avenue, Los Angeles, California. 

CITIZENSHIP STATUS 

At the time of interview in Dpoember, 1962, GALE 
stated he was born November 20, 19l6, at St. Paul, Minnesota. 
This information was verified through GALE’S military service 
record. 

MILITARY RECORD 

A review of the military service records on file 
at the Military Personnel Records Center, St. Louis, Missouri, 
by IC NOEL L. BAKER on January 4, 1963, for WILLIAM POTTER 
GALE indicated that he had military service in the United 
States National Guard of California from August 8, 1932 to 
November 12, 1934* State National Guard; from November 15* 

1934 to June 4, 1937* Federal National Guard; from November 1, 
1937 to September 10, 1938, State National Guard; and from 
January 22, 1941 to March 2, 1941, State National Guard. 

He was appointed and commissioned a Second Lieutenant 
in the United States National Guard of California on March 3* 
1941, under serial number 0 4l6 089 and entered on active duty 
on the same date at Los Angeles, California. He was honorably 
retired as a Lieutenant Colonel on June 30, 1950, at Letterman 
General Hospital* San Francisco, California, due to a permanent 
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disability diagnosed as "... hepatitis, chronic, moderate, 
cause undetermined...." and placed on the Temporary Disability 
Retired List. Bis appointment in the U. S. Army Reserves was 
terminated on April 1, 1953 by operation of law. The service 
records indicated that he was appointed as a Lieutenant 
Colonel in the United States Army, Officers* Reserve Corps on 
June 25, 1947 and accepted this appointment on June 26, 1947. 

The records further contained a Disposition Board 
Proceedings For Officers dated February 14, 19^9 at the 
Me Cornack General Hospital, Pasadena 2, California which 
indicated that ".... He was evacuated to the US in April, 

1944, and sent to Letterman General Hospital where on 
13 April 19^4, a disgnosis of phychoneurosis, anxiety state, 
moderately severe, manifested by abdominal pain, indigestion, 
weakness, insomnia and fatigue, cause undetermined, was 
made . , . " 

The records contained an efficiency folder for 
GALE which revealed a newspaper clipping from the Los Angeles 
Times dated July 11, i960 which indicated that WILLIAM P. 

GALE, of 1842 Outpost Drive, Hollywood, California led a 
parade in support of ORVAL FAUBUS, governor of Arkansas for 
President. 

On July 3, 1963, JOSEPHINE C . GALE, former wife of 
WILLIAM POTTER GALE, advised her former husband belonged to 
the American Legion and Veterans of Foreign Wars. 

IDENTIFICATION RECORD 

On June 19, 1963, IC PHILIP S. ANDRIST checked the 
Los Angeles Police Department ( LAPP) Traffic Division for a 
record for GALE without finding a record identifiable with 
him. 

On June 18, 1963, IC LOVJS T. SCHAAF, JR. caused a 
check to be made of the Records and identification Divisions 
of the LAPD and Los Angeles County Sheriff's Office (LASO) 
without finding a record identifiable with GALE.

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Pertinent information which appears to pertain to 
WILLIAM POTTER GALE in the possession of the Los Angeles Office 
is summarized below: 

On August 4, 1955* Colonel WILLIAM P. GALE, 1842 
Outpost Drive, Hollywood, informed SA WIIMAM G, CARPENTER 
that he was organizing a group known as^vFor America, I pc .* "JzzZ -' — 
to teach Americanism as opposed to Communism. 

On August 2, 1957* WILLIAM P. GALE, 8336 Beverly 
Boulevard, Hollywood, complained to SA WALTER TV GRAY that 
someone, in an apparent effort to discredit the Constitution 
Party of California, of which he was Chairman, had sent each 
person on the party's mailing lis„t„_some-anti-Semitic 
literature. 

The "Los Angeles Herald Express" newspaper dated 
September 23* 1957* contained an article, "Constitution Party 
Announces California's Slate," which stated Colonel WILLIAM P. 
GALE's candidacy for Governor of California on the. slate. of 
the Constitution party of the United States had been 
announced. The article identified GALE as. a retired army 
Officer who had served on General MAC ARTHUR'S staff in World 
War II, organizing guerrilla fighters in the Philippines, and 
as State Chairman of. the Constitution^-Party of California. 

On October 10>. 1957; I I of the Constitution 

Party, furnished information to SA MARCUS M. BRIGHT that the 
Constitution Party was not a political party as such at that 
time, but did intend to qualify as such under the election 
laws of California in the near future. He- said it was, headed 
by Colonel WILLIAM GALE, USA, (Retired). 

On January 2, 1958, WILLIAM POTTER GALE, 1842 Outpost 
Drive, Hollywood, personally informed SA THOMAS. W. CRAWFORD 
that he had appeared on the Tom Duggan TV Show on November 28, 

1957* when, he suspected, he incurred the enmity of the Jewish 
element as a result of DUGGAN'S misidentification of GALE and 
the Constitution Party with GERALD L. K. SMITH. He said he had, 
in fact, never met SMITH and only once heard him speak. He 
furnished a copy of the Constitution Party ' s platform and 
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a printed letter dated November 1, 1957 , which he said had 
been sent to each of the Congressmen from California enclosing 
an "Indictment for High Crimes and Misdemeanors," signed by 
GALE, wherein the Constitution Party of California "indicted" 
president EISENHOWER, et al. In connection with the recent 
troubles in Arkansas. The letter to the Congressmen urged 
them to bring impeachment proceedings against the President 
for his allegedly unconstitutional actions. 

On February 21, 1958 , WILLIAM P. GALE, 408 South 
Spring Street, Los Angeles, made available to this office a 
copy of the Rules and Regulations for Clubs similar to those 
of the two major political parties, which the Constitution 
Party planned to set up. He simultaneously furnished a cove r 
letter addressed to him by one| | 


. . LA T-2, another Governmental Agency which conducts 

intelligence investigations, on February 25, 1958, forwarded 
information to the effect that Lieutenant Colonel WILLIAM P. 
GALE, USA (Retired), 1842 Outpost Drive, Hollywood 28> 

California (HO 7-7642), complained to that agency on February 21, 
1958, that he had been employed for 17 months in the 
Industrial Planning Section of Rocketdyne Division of North 
American Aviation Company until August, 1957, when he was 
discharged, he believed, for "political reasons," influenced 
by "subversive elements" opposed to his adamant stand against 
Communism, although ostensibly his dismissal was based on the 
cancellation of the contract in which his work was involved. 

He also claimed he had severed his connection with the 'New 
Constitution Party" of which he had been State Chairman until 
some three months before. His interviewer commented that GALE 
gave no indication of being a "fanatic, " was calm, coherent, 
and logical.

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On November 13* 1962, Sergeant 
Intelligence Division, Miami Police Department, Miami, 
Florida, made available a tape recorded speech believed to 
have been made in California, October 12, 1962, The 
speech was made by Colonel WILLIAM P. GALE and pertinent 
portions of the speech are set forth as follows: 


"I wanna first thank those people who helped 
make it possible for a hard core group to go to 
Mississippi. I wanna tell you its been a hard core. 

We didn't need too many for the type of men we have. 

When Armed Forces move into Sovereign states as in 
Arkansas and as in Mississippi, I consider it as an 
act of war and I figured as such and we went into 
Mississippi feeling it as such. I don't care if they 
know it, we were armed to the teeth and my instructions 
and the instructions of the men that were with me were 
to shoot dead the first man that tried to capture me, 
and those will be the instructions if we have to go 
again, (Applaud). I am very sorry that General WALKER, 
having been recently out of the Military Service, didn't 
quite understand the enemy and he went into their 
camp with some little old remnant tennis shoes and all 
due respect to them, but that wasn't the condition 
under which these times can operate. This was an armed 
camp in Mississippi, there was no law. If you go in 
expecting the law to be obeyed under these conditions 
you are a fool. ... . This was a question of whether we 
were going to have a Military Dictatorship in America 
and on these questions we went armed and on these 
questions we will continue to go armed and there are 
50,000 klansmen in Alabama waiting right now. (a) 
Louisiana is over 50,000 organizing there. Georgia 
probably 100,00a These birds might as well get it 
straight that they ' re noi; going ;to take over this 
country that way if we have to shoot and die to stop 
them, (A). What we say we say openly. If there 
is anyone who wants to pass it to them, let them do 
It. Opposition to tyranny is obedience to God, and 
we are going to obey God...," 
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On December 27, 1962, WILLIAM POTTER GALE was 
interviewed by Special Agents of the Los Angeles Office 
concerning his trip to Mississippi. He advised he is 
retired from thd U. S. Army with the rank of Lieutenant 
:(3olonel in the infantry because of a physical disability. 
Army serial No, 0416089 . At that time he was-, manager of 
the office for a security firm Going business as Wadell and 
Redd, 93 01 Wilshire Boulevard. He stated he is an ordained 
minister and serves as Assistant Pastor of the Church of 
Jesus Christ - Christian, 1749 North La Brea Avenue, Los 
Angeles, California, where he is assistant to Dr. WESLEY 
SWIFT. - • - 


At the time of the interview, GALE stated he had 
planned a trip to Florida, via Mississippi, and that his 
plans became known to a number, of people and several 
asked to go , with him. He statSd -that ,RICHAR#^UTLER, who 
was associated with the campaign o£^J0HN ROUSSELDT" f or re- v 
election to the United States House of Representatives, 
asked to accompany him. GALE advised, they traveled in his 
Porsche automobile and that they went'to . Jackson, not Oxford, 
Mississippi, as Indicated in the recording mentioned above. 
GAjuts seated he did not see any rioting in Jackson, Mississippi 
and did not witness any assaults. He stated he did not know . 
anyone who went to Oxford,^ Mississippi. . 



GALE stated that the churchwhere he is. assistant 
pastor has lectures each Friday night on. current .events 
and he was asked to give' an account of his observations 
concerning Mississippi. He stated that he delivered a 
sermon concerning this subject, but does not recall saying 
“We went to Mississippi armed to the teeth.'' In this 
regard he stated that he had carried his personally owned 
hand gun in his car when they went to Mississippi, but : 
did not have any other firearms and does not know anyone 
from the Los Angeles area who went to Mississippi or 
transported firearms to Mississippi,.. 


GALE stated he is sympathic to General WALKER'S 
position and feels that he was arrested without 
justification. He added that if anyone tried to. arrest 
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him under eircumstances similar to those under which 
WALKER was arrested, that he would have tried to defend 
himself and there undoubtedly would {have been trouble.

At that time it was determined that GAYLE owned a 
1962 model Mercedes Benz, four-door sedan, bearing 1963 
California license IMR 003. 

On May 16, 1963, LA T-7 submitted a written report 
concerning a talk delivered at the Hollywood Women's Club, 
1749 North La Brea, Hollywood, California, on Mey 3 » 1963* 
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by "Colonel WILLIAM GALE, retired army officer." The pertinent 
portions of the body of the report is set forth below: 

"WESLEY SWIFT introduced GALE as ‘just coming 
home from the wars.' GAIE said, 'My speeches are 
always recorded by the FBI or the Anti-Defamation 
League of B'ani B'rith but I don't care - what I 
have to say is open and I hope they get the message.' 

"GALE talked about the big meeting which was 
written up in the paper but the paper couldn't 
identify what kind of meeting it was. He said it 
was, of course, a meeting of the Ku Klux Klan which was 
definitely on the rise. GALE said that he is not 
a member of KKK but that he was delighted to see 
so many recruits into the Klan that night. GALE 
then went on to talk about the meeting the following 
morning with the Governor of Alabama and about 
being there when BOB KENNEDY came there to speak. 

There were pickets with such signs as: The 4 K's - 

Kosher, Kennedy, Kruschev and Kastro - Go Home, and 
Are You Man or Mouse, Kennedy - Squeak Up. GALE 
said there were four NSRP members picketing - 
God Bless Them. And he said that he saw the Jew 
Mafia there and that they 'had better get out before 
I come and get you. ' 

"He went on to tell about the pickets being 
arrested - these good white Christians - whereas the 
Negroes who were so violent, were not. Admiral 
CROMMELIN dared them to arrest him but they didn't. 
CROMMELIN, however, bailed these good men out with 
his own money. These men requested a jury trial to 
be paid for by the State of Ala. 

"GALE said the following: 

"'I am going to head the soldiers of Christ. We 
are going to fight this enemy - and mention the 
by name - the Jew! Admiral CROMMELIN’ is not afraid 
to mentipn the enemy, ^he Jew by name. Our first duty 
is to Christ and our country. I will sacrifice my 
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family and if the FBI doesn't like me heading this 
fight, it’s too bad. The Jews and Proselytes in 
our government, in our courts, etc. are not going 
to persecute the white Christians any more - or else 
I promise they will be visited.... They had better 
leave town. They are going to have to GO. There are 
planes and trains leaving America every day. They 
can take this as a warning. But it's more than a 
warning .... it's a promise J We have ’BeerT’TALKING 
TOO LONG AND VIE 'RE NOT GOING TO TALK ANY MORE. WE 
WANT 100 PEOPLE WHO WILL GIVE US $1,000 a_piece, 
we'll do the rest.. THIS JOB IS GOING TO BE DONE NOW. 

IF YOU DON’T UNDERSTAND THIS, YOU ARE TOO STUPID TO 
HEAR MY MESSAGE. THIS IS A FIGHTING MINISTRY. WE WILL 
DESTROY OUR ENEMY, THE JEW. THEY HAVE GOT TO GET OUT OF 
OUR WAY. Anyone who does not name the enemy as the Jew 
WILL NOT GET ANY SUPPORT FROM ME. SEND YOUR DOLLARS TO 
BOX 911, Lancaster.' ... 

"'The Jews are agitating the blacks, these are the 
ones who will be hit and then the blacks will fall 
apart. I am giving you WARNING NOW - if they don't 
LEAVE NOW, THEY WILL BE CARRIED OUT. THIS IS MORE 
THAN A THREAT.... it is a promise . THIS IS GOING TO BE 
AN ARMY OF CHRIST. The military men who are with 
me - some of them might be deaf and dumb, but they have 
a real good eye'." 

Under date of June 21, 1963 , a transcript of a tape 
recorded speech recently made by WILLIAM P. GALE of Los Angeles, 
California, was received from LA T-ll. This information 
constitutes GALE's last known public statement concerning his 
aims and purposes and the transcript is quoted as follows: 

"Thank you, and good evening ladies and 
gentlemen. I don't have too much to report, but 
what I have I'm going to say as a clergyman and also 
as a military officer of the United States, because 
the Constitution of the United States is being 
violated, and I 'm under oath to uphold, defend and 
preserve that constitution against all enemies 
whomsoever, both foreign or domestic, and that is 
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exactly what I’m going to do, and there are a lot of 
other military men who are going to do the same 
thing. But, you probably read a book, some of you, 
that ah, they are going to probably propagandize with 
a picture as fast as possible which is a facetious 
story about some military take-over of the United 
States ... .ah, this is to destroy the reputation, ti>e 
faith of the people in the military, and this book, 
I’ve forgotten the name of it at the moment, I think 
it is the ’Seventh Day in May* or something like that. 
Now they are going to try and propagandize you with 
that. Now there is not going to be a military coup 
in this country. But I can report to you and I'll 
give you some background because it is important 
to come up to this Alabama situation. We have the 
Arkansas situation where Mr. EISENHOWER committed a 
felony by using Federal Troops as a police force in 
a State. This is a felony. Section 1385 of Title 
18 of the United States Code says whoever uses the 
Army or the Air Force as a posse comitatus, which 
means a police force or otherwise to execute the 
laws, shall be fined ten thousand .dollars, or 
imprisoned three years, or both. The felony. 

"Now, Mississippi incident another felony was 
committed by another President. The Armed Forces 
of the United States were again used as a police 
force in a state, without the request of the 
Governor or the legislature of the State as provided 
in Article 4, Section 4 of the Constitution. This 
is a violation of an oath of office. It’s a felony. 
Now, in Mississippi, as well as in Arkansas, and 
now in Alabama, these felonies have been committed 
again, the second time by a President of the United 
States, by the same President. Now, what does this 
mean? You get in the newspapers and on your 
newscasts on the radio and television that Mr. 

KENNEDY used Section 333 of Title 10 of the United 
States Code which says he can use the military forces 
but that law is irrelevant it’s void and it’s not 
valid in this instance, that statute' isn’t, because 
it provides for a certain condition to enforce certain 
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laws and there were no laws being enforced. A law 
is an act of the legislature. There was no act of 
any legislature being forced in Alabama, or in 
Mississippi, or in Arkansas. These, ah, the President 
says, that these, and the newspapers tell you, that 
the laws he's enforcing are the orders of courts. In 
other words, they are trying to tell you that an order 
of a court is a law. The courts have been given no 
power under the constitution to make any law. The 
judiciary is given the power to rule on a case at 
law, and that ruling is the law for the case and 
nothing more. It does not constitute the law of the 
land. And any congressman or member of the legislature 
who goes along with this, is talking himself out of 
a job, because if we submit that courts and judges can 
make laws we don’t need those congressmen back there 
anymore, so lets bring them home. Not pay them 
anymore . 

"Now, this has some background, because during 
the Mississippi conditions certain pariots went to 
Mississippi. General WALKER went to Mississippi. He 
was kidnapped. He wasn’t arrested, he was kidnapped. 
There was no order of any court for his arrest, no 
grand jury indictment. There was no order of any 
court to commit him to any Institution and there was 
no extradition order signed by the Governor of 
Mississippi, to remove him from the State. All of 
these were done, unlawfully and in criminal contempt 
of the law. So, again, after that incident the FBI 
were investigating. They investigated me, they asked 
me whether I was in Mississippi, I said certainly. 

Was I there to oppose the Armed Forces of the United 
States, and was I armed to the teeth. I said I had 
my Bible, which is the word of God, therefore, I was 
armed to the teeth, (applause) They said was I armed 
otherwise. I said absolutely. Well, they said, ah, 
we're concerned with people who would be armed to 
oppose the Armed Forces. I said I don't oppose the 
Armed Forces particularly, but I would oppose anybody 
with my arms who tries to kidnap me, and I want you 
to remember that. Anytime you try to kidnap me of 
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any of my associates under any of these conditions in 
the future, we will kill you. (applause) And for the 
purposes of the tape audiences as well as yourself here 
tonight, you know PATRICK HENRY once said ‘give me 
liberty or give me death. * Well, I have a great 
Navy Admiral, who is a friend of mine and he's very 
outspoken and 1*11 say it exactly the way he says it. 

He says ‘the hell with give me liberty or give me 
death. ’ (applause) So, the second time I was visited 
before this Alabama situation, not this time by the 
FBI, but by the Secret Service. They must have been 
worried because they are supposed to protect the 
President, and I understood he was coming out this 
way. But they weren't so worried about me, apparently 
they were worried about a man by the name of Dr. 

SWIFT. Now. there were a lot of lies being told to 
the FBI about myself, and Dr. SWIFT and all of us in 
this anti -Communist fight. These lies have been 
planted by the Jews. They have been trying to set a 
pattern that we would assassinate the President, so 
they might possibly do it, and everybody would come to 
blame us. We are wise to their tricks. So I asked 
these Secret Service men some questions, and I 
invited them to come to these meetings, and I hope 
they do. (applause) 

"What we say, we say openly. We have no 
secrets. What I'm saying tonight, I'm saying openly. 
And, instead of the propaganda that is going to be 
put out by this so called picture, trying to make 
it appear as though there might be a military coup, 
we want you and all of the tape audience of 
America to know tonight that there are a few military 
officers associated with me and we are going to 
Washington, D. C., and we are going to warn these 
people who are doing all these things that we hear 
in the barber shops all over the country that if they 
don't stop it, they are going to get killed.. 

(applause) We're just varied about them.. We're 
informing them, protect them if possible. Because 
if they don't stop it, these conditions are getting 
so bad, that men might, like Senator CAGLE just might 
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not be around for election next year, (applause) 

So ray comment to these Secret Service men, and it 
will be this all the time when they ask me where 
I stand in relation to this Federal Government, my 
answer is this: I support the Federal Government 

of the United States, that is a constitution 
republic, upholding the constitution of the United 
States, but if that Federal Government you're 
talking about for me to support is a Communist 
Government, I'll fight it to the death, (applause) 
And they asked me if I thought it was going 
Communist, and I said it has already gone, (applause) 

"Now we come to Alabama. Again this 
violation of the constitution. The Constitution 
of the United States gives Congress the power to 
bring the militia of several states into the service 
of the United States. The Constitution of the United 
States does not give the executive branch such power. 
No President has any power to order the Military 
Forces of a State into Federal service. It is a 
violation of the Constitution. Therefore, there 
again is a felony and a violation of an oath of 
office. Every Governor in this State, including 
the Governor of Alabama has the power to declare 
Marshal law, and he is the only one who has power 
to declare Marshal law. He is the only military 
officer involved. The President of the United 
States is a civilian. He has been given a title 
if you read the records of the Continental Congress 
you find this very clear. The president has been 
given a title as Commander and Chief of the Army 
and the Navy, and it is a title and not a rank. 

The title ha3 no military authority, no more than 
the Kentucky Colonels, unless Congress declares war, 
the purpose of that title is tP maintain civilian 
control over the military, he is not a military 
officer, he is a civilian and he has no military 
power unless, and until Congress declares war. 
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"Every Governor was a military officer of his 
State, he was the commander of a States Militia before 
we ever had a union known as the United States of 
America and before we ever had a president of the 
United States. That Governor still retains that 
military power and can employ it, and is the only 
one who has the power to declare Marshal law in his 
State. Therefore I was urging Governor WALLACE of 
Alabama, to declare Marshal law the moment that Jew 
KATZENBACH came in front of him and said, *1 now 
declare Marshal law, you and these Niggers are under 
arrest, take them to Jail.* (applause) This he could 
have done, lawfully and with full power, but 
Governor WALLACE didn*t want to do that. Now I'm 
repeating some of this because Governor WALLACE is 
now on our tape program. He is receiving these 
tapes. And if the enemy doesn't like it he can lump it, 
because he will receive information in these tapes. 

Now he had a telegram from a judge that said if he 
went up there to stop those Negroes from going to 
school that he would receive many years in jail. This 
was a threat that was sent to him the night before he 
left. They were threatening him with jail terras if 
he violated the court order. He violated it. He 
told me why, and why he didn’t declare Marshal law. 

He said, *1 want to prove to the American people 
that there is a military dictatorship in Washington, 

D. C. now, 1 and I believe he proved it. (applause) 

Of course he didn't have to prove it to a lot of us 
we already knew it. But, there were a lot who did 
know it. Oh, there is another thing I want to go 
out over this tape audience ail over the country, 
and for you to think about too. This Jew KATZENBACH, 
stood in front of him and said that these Negroes had 
the right to go to school. This is another lie. 

There is nothing in the Constitution of the United 
States that gives anybody, white, black, yellow, 
green, purple or regardless of what color they are 
any right to an education. The education you 
receive is a privilege, it is granted by the State 
and the local community, it is not a constitutional 
right, and again there is no such a thing as a civil 
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right. It* s a phrase claimed by the Communists again 
and has been put in your newspapers, you’ve been 
constantly told of it these civil rights. There are 
no civil rights mentioned in the Constitution of the 
United States. There are Constitutional Rights, no 
such a thing as civil rights. So, lets get some of 
these terms straight. I can tell you from contact, 
that Southerners arc waking up and the Southerners now 
know that the Jew is behind Communism, (applause) 

In fact they are not going to take very much of this 
Jew inspired Communism any longer. And, there may be 
a possibility that these egg-heads have the nerve to 
attempt to arrest Governor WALLACE for his so called 
violation of a court order which he tested and had the 
right to test, and if they do, and I don’t care who is 
listening to this, I will call now for hard core 
all over the United States of America to get ready and 
we will go there to defend Governor WALLACE and don’t 
try to stop us, cause we’ll shoot our way through if 
we. have to. (applause) 

"We will not be kidnapped. Now I heard some 
good storiesi I always learn something when I go to 
the South. ■ I learned to say one thing ’come along’ 
’come along, ’ I can’t get it quite right. But, I 
also learned there was a Negro who went out and 
robbed a bank in the daytime, and when they caught 
him they said why do you commit your robberies in the 
daytime, he had committed several. He said ’you 
don’t think I’m going out in that nigger area during 
the night. I’ll get robbed.’ These are the conditions 
there. Governor WALLACE knows the score. He can 
declare Marshal law at any time and he knows it, he 
may if he has to. He says they’ll disregard it and 
they’ll go to court and everything. I told him don’t 
worry about that, because when you declare Marshal 
law, there are no more courts, you are the law, and 
if a judge issues an order against you, I said have 
them arrested and issue an order for his courts 
martial, (applause) So he said I've lost my National 
Guard, they Federalized it, I said they did that 
unlawfully they had po power to do it, you issue an 
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order to all your National Guard officers that they 
are under your command, they are not Federalized, they 
will receive no orders from Washington, D. C., from 
the Defense Department or from anyone but you as the 
Commander and Chief of this National Guard. He said 
well maybe they won’t obey me. I said well I'm an 
Army officer and I'll volunteer to go give them these 
instructions and I'll guarantee they'll do it. 

(applause) And I want those in the South and those 
here who might have a future example or a future 
experience to know, that when a Governor declares 
Marshal law there is no more civil law, no more courts, 
unless he establishes a military court and he can arrest 
anyone, whether it be United States Army, whether it 
be a Federal Judge, whether it be Mr. KATZENBACH, 

BOBBY KENNEDY, or anyone else that comes into his 
State to violate the law. (applause) The law for the 
State of Alabama is the law which was enacted by the 
legislature of Alabama. It is not the opinion of any 
court. And they might as well learn it. We are 
hoping they do try to arrest the Governor of Alabama, 
and I put this call out now to all hard core patriots 
of America, get ready now, because if they do, we are 
going to go, move. Move from everywhere, (applause) 

And the Governor has also said that if they arrest 
him he is going to put out a call for a quarter of a 
million people to come to fight for him and to help 
him. His mail was heavy. He showed me a whole room 
full of mail, and a terrific amount was from California. 
And we want some more to go to let Governor WALLACE 
know that we support him in his stand, (applause) 

"This is not political, this is a question, 
is the Constitution of the United States still the 
Constitution apparently not. They have given and 
JESUS said by their work He shall know them, they 
have given us a clear concise example and a promise, 
they have done it, they have violated the 
Constitution and they look like they are going to 
continue to do it. So, I can assure you that besides 
these other actions to defend the Governor of a State 
who will uphold the Constitution, there will be some 
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activity directed towards Washington, D. C., to warn 
these people what might happen to them, because we* re 
hearing all over, and this warning will be given by 
an Admiral of the United States Navy, a General of 
the United States Marine Corps, a General of the United 
States Air Force, and Colonel of the United States 
Army, and it will be given to those people in 
Washington, D. C., straight from the shoulder, 
(applause) 

"Keep up the support of this tape program 
it’s terrific, it’s waking them up all over America. 
You’d be surprised how many people came to where X 
was in Alabama, they were Dr. SWIFT’s tape groups 
from all over the South, and it’s waking them up to 
thus saith the Lord and that has been the big 
problem all over the country, the problem has been, 
the pulpits, the preachers, have not been preaching 
not thus saith the 'Lord, they have been preaching 
integration social gospel, they don’t know their 
scriptures, they are telling the people that CHRIST 
was a Jew and the Jews are GOD’s chosen people. When 
I quote John: 8 ’JESUS called the Jews the children 
of the devil’ if he were a Jew, he would be one of the 
devil’s children then, and they scratch their heads 
and can’t figure it out. So you see this is the 
truth, the truth is going out on Dr. SWIFT on the 
scriptures, the theological truth, that is what’s 
strenghtening America. So lets support it, get it 
out, and if I haven’t covered some things that 
happened in Alabama, you know that the general 
program of the Governor was not to do what I wanted 
to do, cause for me the third times a charm and that 
was the first time. But for him, he had another Job 
and he did it. I think he accomplished it. That 
was tq stand in the door to show you that the 
Constitution of the United States has been destroyed 
£rom Washington, D. C. and that a military dictator- 
ship does exist. It does, it’s there, don’t kid 
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yourself. So as Dr. SWIFT says, get yourself equipped 
to fight (not audible) and I can assure you that we are 
going to fight it, cause JESUS said to PILATE in that 
day, mine will fight for me, so let those are enemy 
and getting reports from this audience and this 
microphone know we are going to fight and we will, 
(applause)" 
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On June 18, 1963, IC GERALD A. BOSWELL determined 
from the Los Angeles Retail Merchants Credit Association 
that WILLIAM P . GALE and JOSEPHINE C . GALE have been known 
to that office since 1938. Addresses for them are shows as 
21137 South Figueroa Street, Torrance, California; and 1842 
Outpost Drive, Hollywood, California. WILLIAM P. GALE is 
shown as a retired array officer and an engineer employed by 
North American Aviation, Canoga Park, California. He is 
shown as having a bank account with the Security First 
National Bank, Hollywood and Highland Branch, Los Angeles, 
California . 

On June 17, 1963* IC BOSWELL determined from the 
Los Angeles County Registrar of Voters that WILLIAM P. GALE, 
1842 Outpost Drive, Los Angeles 28, California, a Securities 
Dealer Representative, 5‘9 W tall, born in Minnesota, 
registered as a Republican on March 29* 1963* with affidavit 
of registration number N953396. 

On July 3, 1963, JOSEPHINE C. GALE, 1842 Outpost 
Drive, Los Angeles, California, advised SAs W. NATHAN PROVTNSE 
and HARRY L. GRIFFIN that she was in the process of moving 
to 4919 Cahuenga Square, North Hollywood, California, where she 
will have a telephone number published in her name. 

Mrs. GALE advised that she separated from her 
husband, WILLIAM POTTER GALE, in October, 1962, and he sued 
her for divorce and a decree in his favor was granted on 
January 29, 1963 . His attorney in this action was BERTRAND 
L. COMPARET, San Diego, California, who is associated with and 
is possibly the attorney for GERALD L. K. SMITH. 

Mrs. GALE stated that her husband Is a minister of 
the Church of Jesus Christ - Christian and closely associated 
with Dr. WESLEY SWIFT who ordained him in about 1958 or 1959* 
She added that she considers her former husband thoroughly 
loyal to the United States Government but made the observation 
that he iq very much afraid it is being gradually taken over by 
the Communist Party and other groups such as, the Muslims r 
She advised that her husband had many associates and contacts 
throughout the United States while they were married but these 
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persons were not generally known to her. She does not believe 
that he is closely associated with GERALD SMITH, probably 
because SMITH will not allow anyone to become intimate with 
him. She does not believe that her husband had met General 
WALKER prior to the incident at Oxford, Mississippi. 


Mrs. GALE stated' that her former husband is manager 
of Wadell and Reed, an investment business engaged in selling 
a stock known as United Funds" and has an office on Wilshire 
Boulevard, which is listed in' the telephone directory . v He 
recently told her that he has bought a house in Lancaster, 
California, address unknown, and she is not sure whether he 
is residing thereat the present time or still living with 
his sister, RUTH^HALLE, 4021 Steve ly Avenue, Los Angeles 
California, AX“"5^9T3P^ . * 


Mrs. GALE stated that the name BUTLER is vaguely 
familiar to her but she cannot recall his full name or where 
and under what circumstances her husband met this man. The 
only organizations that she knows of that her husband belonged 
to were the American Legion and Veterans of Foreign Wars. 


Mrs. GALE could not recall any instance where her 
husband was out of the United States after he was discharged 
from the U. S. Army and stated that he gets a pension from the 
Government and a salary from his work which is his only source 
of income to her knowledge and she has- never known of him 
being in possession of ah unusual amount of money. She recalls 
that he went to Mississippi but is not sure where he went, who 
went with him, or the purpose of his trip. She recalls trying 
to contaot him about the first of June when she was advised by 
his office or his sister or possibly both that he was in the 
South but cannot recall where she was told he had gone. 


Mrs. GALE commented to the effect that her former 
husband acted much like a "little boy" and she was interested 
in associating with men. She added that she feels that her 
s, former husband and those with whom he is associated, such as, 
-Dr. SWIFT and SMITH, are full of a lot of talk but little 
positive action. She recalls that her husband owned a yifle 
and two hand guns, descriptions unknown, but never observed 
him in possession of any unusual number of firearms. 
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Mrs. GALE was advised at the beginning of the 
interview and again at the conclusion of the interview that 
the Inquiry being made was of a confidential nature and she 
was requested not to advise anyone of the inquiry being made . 
She was also told that the inquiry was not being made on the 
basis of process being outstanding for her former husband. 
Mrs. GALE appeared to be apprehensive and emphasised the fact 
that her former husband was a loyal citizen.

WILLIAMS is 
described as a native of West Texas, a lecturer and news 
analyst, recognized as an authority on subversive movements, 
and allegedly is a contributor to Encyclopedia Britannica’s 
"Ten Eventful Years," and an author of several booklets on 
Communism and Zionism and a publisher of the monthly news- 
letter, "Williams 1 Intelligence Summary." There was a note 
on this pamphlet to order copies from Christian Educational 
Association, 53Q Chestnut Street, Union, New Jersey, the same 
address given for "Common Sense," referred to above.

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CHRISTIAN NATIONALIST CRUSADE 


A source advised on August 12, 1959 that the 
Christian Nationalist Crusade (CNC) was organized in St. 

Louis, Missouri, in 1947 * and moved its headquarters to 
Glendale, California, in 1953* where it continues to be 
located; that from the parent CNC, subsidiary organizations, 
including the Christian Nationalist Party (of America), have 
developed; that these organizations all reflect in their 
literature the imprint of their chief organizer and director 
GERALD L.K. SMITH, whose basic argument has been that this 
nation, traditionally Christian, and racially segregated, is 
threatened by anti-Christian and racially "mongrelizing" 
forces such as communism and internationalism, all dominantly 
motivated by international Jewry which controls this country 
financially and politically; and that these organizations are 
not membership organizations, but represent followers who 
contribute to them or subscribe to their literature. 

Although GERALD L.K. SMITH and his associates are not known 
to have appealed to illegal action, the tenor of their 
statements and program is anti-Semitic, as indirectly 
indicated by the slogan of the Christian Nationalist Party, 
announced in 1950, which was "One Faith - One Race - One 
Nation" . 

"The Cross and The Flag" is the copyrighted monthly 
official organ of the Christian Nationalist Crusade and Party 
(National Political Committee), Post Office Box 27895 , Los 
Angeles 27* California, published by GERALD L.K. SMITH and 
edited by CHARLES F. ROBERTSON at 1200 South Central Avenue, 
Glendale, California. 
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NATION OF ISLA M 

In January, 1957 , a source advised ELIJAH MUHAMMAD 
had described his organization on a nationwide basis as the 
"Nation of Islam" and "Muhammad's Temples of Islam". 

On May 2, 1962, a second source advised: ELIJAH 
MUHAMMAD is the national leader of the Nation of Islam (NOI). 
Muhammad's Temple of Islam Number 2, 5335 South Greenwood 
Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, is the national headquarters of 
the NOI. In mid- i 960 , MUHAMMAD and other NOI officials, 
when referring to MUHAMMAD ' s organization on a nationwide 
basis, commenced using either "Mosque" or "Temple" when 
mentioning one of "Muhammad's Temples of Islam". 

The NOI is an all-Negro organization which was 
originally organized in 1930, in Detroit, Michigan. MUHAMMAD 
claims to have been selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, to 
lead the so-called Negro race out of slavery in the wilderness 
of North America by establishing an independent black nation 
in the United States. Members following MUHAMMAD'S teaching 
and his interpretation of the "Koran" believe there is no 
such thing as a Negro; that the so-called Negroes are slaves 
of the white race, referred to as "white devils", in the 
United States; and that the white race, because of its 
exploitation of the so-called Negroes, must and will be 
destroyed in the approaching "War of Armageddon". 

In the past, officials and members of the NOI, 
including MUHAMMAD, have refused to register under the 
provisions of the Selective Service Acts and have declared 
that members owe no allegiance to the United States. 

On May 5, 1958, the first source advised MUHAMMAD 
had, upon advice of legal counsel, tempered his personal 
statements and instructions to his ministers concerning the 
principles of his organization in order to avoid possible 
prosecution by the United States Government; however, he did 
not indicate any fundamental changes in the teachings of his 
organization. 

On May 2, 1962, a third source advised MUHAMMAD had, 
early In July, 1958, decided to de-emphasize the religious 
aspects of the teachings of Islam and to stress the economic 
benefits to be derived by those Negroes who joined the NOI. 
This policy change, according to MUHAMMAD, would help him 
acquire additional followers and create more interest in his 
programs . 
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NATIONAL STATES RIGHTS PARTY (NSRP) 

On November 2 6 , 1957* a source advised that the 
United White Party (UWP) was organized at a convention held 
in Knoxville, Tennessee, on November 10, 1957. An article 
in the November 26, 1957 issue of the "Greenville Piedmont, " 
a newspaper of Greenville, South Carolina, reported "the 
recent formation of a new political party to be known as the 
United White Party." According to the article, the party 
was formed at a recently held meeting in Knoxville, Tennessee, 
at which many klansmen were represented. The UWP v/as reported 
as being opposed to all "race mixing organizations and indi- 
viduals. " 


The July, 1958 issue of "The Thunderbolt, " self- 
described as the "official Racial Nationalist Organ of the 
National States Rights Party, " reported that rank and file 
"States Righters" had merged with the UWP under "the banner 
of the National States Rights Party," with national offices 
at Post Office Box 26l, Jeffersonville, Indiana. 


In November, 1958* a source advised that the NSRP 
is composed of past members of klan-type organizations and 
notorious anti-Semites. 

Issue Number 19* dated June, i 960 , "The Thunderbolt* " 
announced the address of the headquarters of the NSRP had 
been changed from Jeffersonville, Indiana, to Post Office Box 
783* Birmingham, Alabama.

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UNITED KLANS OF AMERICA, INCORPORATED 
KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAN (UNITED KLANS) 


Records of Superior Court of Fulton County, 

Georgia, reflect that this Klan organization was granted a 
corporate charter on February 21, 1961, at Atlanta, 

Georgia, under the name United Klans, Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan of America, Inc. 

A source advised on February 27 # 1961, that 
United Klans was formed as a result of a split in U. S. 

Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klans, Inc. According to the 
source, the split resulted from a leadership dispute and 
United Klans has the same aims and objectives as the parent 
group. These are the promotion of Americanism, white 
supremacy and segregation of the races. 

The first source and a second source advised in 
July, 1961, that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
of America, Inc., merged with Alabama Knights, Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan. The merged organization established head- 
quarters in Suite 401, The Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama. The organization is directed by ROBERT SHELTON, 
Imperial Wizard, and is the dominant Klan group in the South 
with units in several southern states. 

Second source advised that at a meeting at 
Prattville, Alabama, on October 22, 1961, the U. S. Klans, 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, merged with the United Klans 
of America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan.

Also known as Alabama Militia Volunteers 


This organization was organized by former North 
Alabama Klan leader ASA EARL CARTER, who claimed to have 
connections high in the administration of Alabama Governor 
GEORGE WALLACE at the time he was organizing this group. 

The Organization was called "VOLUNTEERS FOR ALABAMA AND 
WALLACE" (VAW) in a public ceremony on February 9, 1963, by 
the spokesman who- on that occasion at. the Alabama State 
Capitol Building read a petition to Governor WALLACE. 

(Source 1) At a meeting of the VAW in April, 1963, the 
commander of the organization, retired U. S. Navy Admiral 
JOHN C ROMMEL IN, passed out bumper stickers to be attached 

to the bumpers of automobiles of the members. The reading 
on the bumper stickers is "Alabama Militia Volunteers" and 
the sticker also has a picture of a flag resembling the flag 
of tjhe State of Alabama. (Source 2) The main organization 
of YAW is in the vicinity of Montgomery, Alabama. In that 
vicinity, where meetings are held weekly on Tuesday nights 
at Prattville, Alabama, it has been observed that the person- 
nel of VAW is largely composed of members and/or officers of 
United Klans of America Incorporated, Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan (UKA). (Sources 2, 3, and 4) The stated aim and purpose 
of the organization is to "back up Governor GEORGE WALLACE in 
his determined stand to prevent de-segregation of public 
schools in Alabama," and to otherwise maintain segregation 
of the races in Alabama. The methods advocated at meetings 
for accomplishing this have included only lawful and peaceful 
procedures, including picketing and peaceful demonstrations. 
(Sources 1, 2, 3, and 4) 


Source 5 has identified ASA CARTER as a former 
leader and source 6 has identified ASA EARL CARTER as the 
original organizer of a Klan organization at Qhalkville, 
Alabama, which received great public notoriety in 1957 when 
six members p f that group sexually mutilated a Negro man, 
in Springdale, near Birmingham, Alabama. 
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Sources 1 , 2 , 3, and 4 have advised that retired 
U. S, Navy Admiral JOHN G. CROMMELIN* residing at Montgomery * 
Alabama, and Wetumpka, Alabama, and a frequent candidate for 
public office, recently a candidate for Mayor of Montgomery, 
Alabama, is widely and publicly known in that area for a 
Consistent and intense hatred o£ Jews. In his public 
speeches he consistently claimed that Communism is Jewish 
and that there exists a conspiracy between Communists, and 
Jews to control the world and to enslave non-jewlsh persons. 

Characterization of IftCA is attached. 

Sources 1, 2, and 4 have furnished information that

A source who has furnished reliable information in 
the past, on July 24, 1963 , furnished a written report dated 
July 17, 1963, the pertinent portions of which are quoted below: 

"Wesley Swift heldhis June 14th meeting at the 
Hollywood Women's Club with approximately 125 persons attending, 
mostly well-dressed. Swift had Col. Gale as a guest. 

"Swift said that the time is now at hand when the 
'white Christian Americans' must act to defend their freedom as 
the 'majority' and to defend their homes and families which are 
in mortal danger from Negroes, Jews and Communists. Swift also 
said that his church had to move from the downtown meeting place 
because the Negroes are taking over and everyone was afraid to 
come to the meetings because they were in constant danger of 
physical attack. 

"He further stated that it is God's will that the 
Negro and the anti-Christ be segregated and contained and even 
destroyed if necessary by God's chosen people; for they, the 
non-pure, are of the devil and are bent on destroying the lives 
and properties of the pure-whites. We must defend ourselves 
against this evil even if we have to take up arms and make their 
blood run in the streets . 

"Swift said that Gov. Brown, Att. Gen. Stanley Mosk, 
and Senator 'Kikel' should be removed from office next year and- 
who knows - someone might even remove them physically. 
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"He told the audience that the Calif. State UnAmerican 
Activities Committee incorporated an article in their 1963 
report that he. Swift, was at a NSRP meeting at the Embassy 
Auditorium on Feb. 8 th but that this was a lie - he was in 
Hollywood holding his regular service. He said that this and 
their blasting the right-wing organizations proves they are 
taking orders from the 'commies' and that times have changed 
since Tennyl 

"He, went on to say that peace will follow after the 
destruction of the enemy. 

"Col. Gale was then introduced by Swift as 'just 
coming home from the war.' He applauded Gov, Wallace's action 
at the University and said that Gov. Wallace did not take Gale's 
advice and declare m arial law in Alabama and throw the Federal 
Judges into jail and take over the State Guard. He said that 
he along with several others, a Navy Admiral, an Army General, 
a Marine Corps General and Air Force Colonel, will soon be 
calling on the Administration in Washington, D.C. and warn the 
government that unless it brings the Constitution back to the 
country, this group of military leaders will take the necessary 
military action. First we'll warn the__, he said, then we'll act. 

"He, Gale, is prepared to go to the aid of Gov. Wallace 
in the event that the Gov. is prosecuted for a Federal offense. 
Such a prosecution would be illegal on. the grounds that the 
Constitution says that only the Governors of the states have 
the right to declare m arial law in their states. 

"Gale said the President's title of Commander in Chief 
is only a title - that he is only a civilian - except when 
Congress votes him military powers. 'What kind of aid would he 
give? 'Military! ’ 'Patrick Henry, ' he said, 'asked for liberty 
or death. He, Gale, asks for liberty or a gun to kill the one 
who would want to take it away from him. 

"Both Gale and Swift told of the effectiveness of the 
tape recordings in creating a unified force of their constituent. 
Gale boasted that if Gov. Wallace is threatened further by the 
Fed. Gov't., he. Gale, could not only take over the Alabama State 
Guard and hand it over to the Governor, but he could muster an

"The audience applauded most vigorously at the 
suggestion that they might take up arms against other citizens 
in this country. When Swift spoke about killing Negroes, the 
applause was actually deafening for a minute or two. When 
Gale talked about an army in readiness with arms, he drew the 
loudest, longest applause of the evening."

On September 17, 1963, an article appeared in the 
Los Angeles Herald Examiner, a daily newspaper entitled, 
"Private Arsenals Peril Southland." This article related . 
in substance that STANLEY MOSK, Attorney General of Calif- 
ornia, had addressed a Zone 5 Peace Officers meeting in 
Torrance, California, on September 16, 1963, and in his 
address stated that organizations which identify themselves 
usually as "Minutemen" or "Rangers" are evidently continuing 
to operate in Southern California. He said a person 
connected with the group was recently arrested for having 
offered a machine gun for sale . 

MOSK was also quoted as stating that one of the 
groups recently had practice missions to bomb area plants 
and that an assassination list had been composed by certain 
individuals involved in the activities. MOSK stated he 
planned to set up a clearing house in the Los Angeles 
Bureau of Criminal Identification and Investigation for all 
information on possession of illegal weapons and any other 
activities of suspected para-military organizations.

Also Known As Alabama Militia Volunteers 


This organization was organized -by former North 
Alabama Klan leader ASA EARL CARTER, who claimed to have 
connections high in the administration of Alabama Governor 
GEORGE WALLACE at the time he was organizing this group. 

The organization was called "VOLUNTEERS FOR ALABAMA AND 
WALLACE" (VAW ) in a public ceremony on February 9* 1963* by 
the spokesman who on that occasion at the Alabama State : 
Capitol Building read a petition to Governor WALLACE. 

(Source 1) At a meeting of the VAW in April, 1963* the 
commander of the organisation, retired U. S. Navy Admiral 
JOHN C, CROMMELIN, Passed out bumper stickers to be attached 
to the bumpers of automobiles of the members. The reading 
on the bumper stickers is "Alabama Militia Volunteers and 
the sticker alsp has a picture of a flag resembling the flag 
of the State of Alabama. (Source 2) The main organization 
of VAW is in the vicinity of Montgomery, Alabama. In that 
vicinity, where meetings are held weekly on Tuesday nights 
at Prattville, Alabama, it has been observed that the person- 
nel of VAW is largely composed of members and/or officers of 
United Klans of America Incorporated, Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan (UKA). (Sources 2, 3 and 4) The stated aim and purpose 
of the organization is to "back up Governor GEORGE WALLACE in 
his determined stand to prevent de-segregation of public 
schools in Alabama, " and to otherwise maintain segregation of 
4he races in Alabama. The methods advocated at meetings 
for accomplishing this have included only lawful and peaceful 
procedures, including picketing and peaceful demonstrations. 
(Sources 1, 2, 3 and 4) 

Source 5 had identified ASA CARTER as a former 
leader and source 6 has identified ASA EARL CARTER as the 
original organizer of a Klan organization at Chalkville, 
Alabama, which received great public notoriety in 1957 when 
six members of that group sexually mutilated a Negro man, 
JUDGE AARON, in Springdale near Birmingham, Alabama. 

Sources 1, 2, 3 and 4 have advised that retired 
U. S. Navy Admiral JOHN G. CROMMELIN, residing at Montgomery, 
Alabama, and Wetumpka, Alabama, and a frequent candidate for 
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public office, recently a candidate £»r Mayor of Montgomery, 
Alabama, is widely and publicly known in that area for a 
consistent and intense hatred of Jews. In his public 
speeches he consistently claimed that Communism is Jewish 
and that there exists a conspiracy between Communists and 
Jews to control the world and to enslave non-Jewish persons. 

Sources 1, 2 and 4 have furnished information that 
leaders of VAW hope to enlarge the organization and organize 
it to the extent that it will be officially made the State 
Militia of the State of Alabama. ■

An article 
in the November 26, 1957, issue of the ’’Greenville Piedmont,” 
a newspaper of Greenville, South Carolina, reported that a 
”Ku Klux Klan spokesman of Greenville reported the recent 
formation of a new political party to be known as the United 
White Party,," According to the article, the party was formed 
at a recently held meeting in Knoxville, Tennessee, at which 
many Klansmen were represented. The UWP was reported as being 
opposed to all ’’race mixing organizations and individuals.” 

The July, 1958, issue of "The Thunderbolt,”

A source who has furnished reliable information in 
the past made available information pertaining to an Organiza- 
tion by the name of the Army of White American Kingdom Evange- 
lists, also known as "Awake, " which is believed to have originated 
with William Potter Gale, Lancaster, California . 

Pertinent portions of the information furnished by 
source are set forth as follows? 

" OPERATION 1 AWAKE* 

"The DEFENSE DIVISION of the CHURCH OF JESUS CHRIST, CHRISTIAN 
has beebi established with the short title ’AWAKE', representing 
the Array of White American Kingdom Evangelists 0 

"Organizational Structure? 

"A National Command Headquarters has been established «' The 
continental limits of the United States is divided into four 
(4) Zones, each consisting of a certain number of States and 
each commanded by a Zone Commander of AWAKE , 

"A National Chaplain has been established and the Chaplain 
General appoints all Zone, State and District Chaplains and 
supervises the Education Department of AWAKE „ v . 

"Each State will contain an AWAKE militia = *A militia being 
necessary for the security of a free STATE, the right of the 
people to keep and bear arms shall not be Infringed,, ’ 

"The AWAKE militia of each State will be directed by a State 

. Commander and necessary staff , U, S, Congressional Districts 
with their political subdivision numerical Identities will 
contain AWAKE District Posses, each to be identified by the 
political subdivision number of their respective State Con- 
gressional Districts,, (i 0 e, the 22nd Congressional District 
of California will contain California District Posse No, 22) . 

State Commanders will be appointed by the respective Zone Com- 
manders,

“Each District Posse will consist of any number of CHAPELS, 
each Chapel consisting of thirteen (13) men (a squad) plus 
the wives or adult female members of their families.- Each 
individual will be known as a Christian soldier. Partici- 
pation is limited to Christians of the white race. Initially, 
Chapel Leaders might be appointed by Area Coordinators until 
District Posse commanders are operable, at which time the 
District Posse commanders may appoint Chapel Leaders, (each 
Chapel constitutes a ‘tape group* under the AWAKE Education 
Department) . 

“Each CHAPEL will constitute Committees as follows s 

"(l) ANTI-CHRISTIAN ACTIVITIES COMMITTEE - will investigate 
anti-Christian activities in the Chapel's local community 
and maintain records and data of such activities for use by 
the District Posse. 

“( 2 ) COMMUNICATIONS COMMITTEE - is responsible for coordinat- 
ing communications and communications equipment. 

"(3) EQUIPMENT COMMITTEE - is responsible for coordinating 

. the supply and maintenance of equipment as required by the 
Chapel. This includes coordination with District Posse com- 
mander for establishment of emergency assembly areas and 
evacuation routes. 

“(4) EDUCATION COMMITTEE - is responsible for acquisition and 
distribution of educational material, receipt and routing of 
the Education Department tapes and conduct of weekly Chapel 
meetings. 

"(5) FINANCE COMMITTEE - is responsible for the collection and 
distribution of Chapel funds as directed. 

“A National Education Department of AWAKE has been consti- 
tuted for the provision of educational, material to all 
Chapels and functions under the supervision of the Chaplain 
General . 

*'A National Law Department of AWAKE has been constituted and 
appoints a Church Attorney General to supervise the Law 
Department. Zone Commanders appoint Zone Church Attorneys;

State Commanders appoint State Church Attorneys and Posse 
District commanders appoint Posse District Church Attorneys. 

All Church Attorneys are under the technical supervision 
of the National Law Department and under the command super- 
vision of their respective levels. Each should be a member 
of his respective Bar. 

"Each CHAPEL Leader is required to become a dues paying member 

.of the DEFENDERS OF THE AMERICAN CONSTITUTION* INC. of 
Washington* D„C. and thereby receive the Publication TASK 
FORCE as educational material for his respective CHAPEL.. 

The Education Department of AWAKE will forward two tape 
recordings per week to each CHAPEL for use in weekly CHAPEL 
meetings. 

"Financing? AWAKE will be self-financing. Each Christian 
soldier and participant of a CHAPEL should pledge tithes and 
offerings of at least Two Dollars per month. Life membership 
in AWAKE may be obtained by an offering of One Thousand 
Dollars. The Education Department should receive the 
initial Fifteen Dollars of tithes and offerings monthly from 
each CHAPEL to cover the minimum cost of tapes. Additional 
tithes and. offerings may be forwarded to expand the Education 
Department's activities and as Church offerings. The balance 
of funds based upon the minimum pledge will be forwarded to 
Zone Commanders for distribution and payment of evangelist 
missionary expenses of National Headquarters, Zone Head- 
quarters, State Headquarters and the District Posses. 

"Oaths All participants in AWAKE will be required to take an 
oath as prescribed in future instructions. 

"Recruitments It is recommended that Zone Commanders appoint 
area or regional organizers or coordinators until such time 
as qualified State Commanders might be appointed. Coordinators 
should be paid for their work on a basis of One Dollar per 
person per month. Report forms will be used by Coordinators 
designating the CHAPELS they organize, thence funds can be 
appropriated monthly from tithes and offerings to the account 
of the coordinator. This method should entice good men to 
work hard and also provide the inducement toward speedy 
organization. A 'Guide' for Coordinators will be prepared 
for distribution. 

"WPG." 
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"AWAKE GUIDE FOR AREA COORDINATORS 

"AWAKE Coordinators are assigned to one or more Congressional 
Districts as their respective areas of responsibility. 

"The CHAPEL is the basic unit of AWAKE and should be the point 
of initial concentration for a Coordinator. A Chapel Leader 
should first be sought from the personal acquaintances of the 
Area Coordinator. This Leader should be trustworthy and 
dependable. Upon formation of a Chapel, the Area Coordinator 
should report such information to Zone Hq., Addressed; P.0. 
Box 911* Lancaster, California, Attn; Col. W.P. Gale. Only 
the Name, Address and Telephone Number of a Chapel Leader need 
be reported along with the Chapel Number (see next paragraph). 
A group of Chapels should first be formed before much effort 
is directed toward selection of a District Posse Commander for 
the Congressional District. In the event a Coordinator feels 
that a District Posse Commander can first be appointed who 
will voluntarily form a number of CHAPELS in his Posse Dis- 
trict, then this decision is left with the Coordinator. 

"Awake Area Coordinators need not maintain a record of the 
individual names of Christian soldiers who participate in 
Chapels, but the number of participants should be known to 
the Coordinator. Each Chapel should be designated by the 
basic number of the Congressional District with a ’dash’ 
number commencing with the number 1. (Chapel 22-1, 22-2 
etc for the 22nd Posse District). 

"Chapel Leaders should be instructed to forward their Chapel 
tithes and offerings monthly (the first day of each month) 
to P.O.'Box 911* Lancaster, California, Attn; Col. W.P. 

Gale. Tithes and offerings of each Chapel should be accom- 
panied by a brief report identifying the Chapel by number and 
indicating the number of participants. Thisi report will per- 
mit proper crediting to the account of the Area Coordinator. 

"Chapel Leaders are required to subscribe to the publication 
of the DEFENDERS OF THE AMERICAN CONSTITUTION, INC. This 
publication is known as TASK FORCE. Rates are $5.00 per 
year and subscriptions should be forwarded to TASK FORCE, 

P. 0. Box 1677, Ormond Beach, Florida, Attn; Mr. Gordon E. 
Small . 
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"Area Coordinators should schedule regular meetings with 
CHAPEL Leaders until such time as sufficient District Posse 
commanders are appointed who will then maintain this coor- 
dination. At that time, the Area Coordinator may schedule 
meetings with Posse District commanders. These meetings may 
be semi-monthly and at least monthly. State Commanders will 
maintain coordination meetings with Area Coordinators and Zone 
Headquarters . 

“Note on Communications s Each CHAPEL should strive toward 
acquisition of Citizen Band transceivers or participants who 
are HAM radio operators. The small Walkie-Talkie radio 
transceivers should be acquired by as many persons as possible. 
Channels 7 or 9 are usually installed in these. 

“WPG 

“Age of AWAKE Chapel participants. - There are no official 

.age restrictions but the over-all purpose of AWAKE should be 
recognized by all leadership and the Chapels should correspond 
to the purpose. 18 to 80 is appropriate. It is suggested 
that Chapel Leaders form YOUTH GROUPS as an adjunct to the 
weekly conduct of Chapel affairs. WE NEED TO REACH THE YOUTH 
OP AMERICA! These youth groups may meet separately from 
the regular Chapel meetings or they can be conducted simul- 
taneously, depending upon the local conditions such as avail- 
ability of space, etc. The youth groups should initially be 
limited to the educational material and upon each youth's 
approach to a mature understanding of the problems, each 
one can be considered individually for graduation to an 
active role in a Chapel or formation of new Chapels with a 
majority of youth as participants. In all cases, mature 
adult leadership should be maintained where a majority of the 
Chapel is of a young age. It might be well to consider youth 
groups under the age of 18 years as Chapel STUDY GROUPS. 

There are exceptions for individual cases and these excep- 
tions are at the discretion of the Chapel Leaders and the 
Area Coordinators. Youth tape study groups are essential! 

"The possibility of a ‘questionnaire" for prospective Chapel 
members might arise . This can be answered with a strong sug- 
gestion that the less red tape the better. Once Chapels 
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commence the AWAKE educational material, a process of elimina- 
tion should be expected. The basic requirements for parti- 
cipants being white Christians should suffice. Occasionally 
the enemy poses as such and infiltrates. In these instances, 
the "message 11 will obtain reactions and it .has been our 
experience that this reaction to the truth exposes the 
infiltration to the true participants. It might be mentioned 
here that some Chapels might initially be formed with all 
"hard-core" - but this is not expected. We feel that the 
educational material, presented over a reasonable period of 
time, will DEVELOP hard core. This results from separation 
of the weak-kneed and filling up with others who become strong 
as a result of the. true Christian teachings presented by 
AWAKE. Area coordinators should develop methods for con- 
stant evaluation of each Chapel and Chapel Leaders. Do not 
hesitate to replace weakness with strength. Use diplomatic 
methods for removing weak Chapel leadership by rotation of 
assignments within the Chapels. Constant attention should be 
given to functioning of the internal Chapel committees as 
outlined for the Chapels . This keeps participants busy, as 
well as providing the action neeessary for evaluation and 
testing. 

"Some might feel that 2f hours of tape recordings is too much. 

.This may be true for Initiates ~ and then again it may not be 
so. This is a matter for analysis on each local level. We 
have many groups who spend as much as 5 and 6 hours listening 
to these tapes. Some cannot get enough after they have once 
started hearing them. If Chapel meetings commence at 7 '° 30 
or 8s 00 PM, all can be home at 11s 00 PM or even 10s 00 PM if 
desirable. The average J1S Chapter meets uaafcil after mid- 
night and no one seems to complain., This can fee left fch the 
discretion of the local Chapel - and tapes can fee played on 
other than meeting nights at the homes of individuals if they 
so desire. Zig or Zag - but let the Word be heard. 

"Publicizing the background of AWAKE leadership. - This can be 
better accomplished by word of mouth if at all, and even then 
carefully. In this fight against communism, the leadership 
should be protected as much as possible. We also should 
recognize that our leader is Jesus Christ and this can be the «•' ' 
reply to inquisitive people. 
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"Instruction Booklet. As time permits , we will prepare instruc- 
tion booklets and guides for AWAKE operations. Initially, 
we should just 'get going 1 - because time's awastin' . Some 
people need detailed and itemized guidance. Others are self- 
starters. Right now, we need the self-starters - those who 
can read and analyze a project memo. If all AWAKE coordina- 
tors use the material they now have, all AWAKE Chapels will 
be on the same track. Flexibility should be. maintained to 
meet the needs of different local conditions. The weekly 
flow of educational material to the Chapels will also assist 
in maintaining all along certain guide lines. 

"A question might arise regarding the 13 participants per 
Chapel, and their female or other adult members of their 
families. Where there are previously organized groups with 
less than the 13 families, the previous set-up need not be 
disturbed. Simply lay the AWAKE program over the top and 
spredd out on the AWAKE project while keeping the previous 
group as a separate entity for its original purpose. Let 
the newcomers come into a separate pr oje ct and not even be 
aware of previous projects. The THIRTEEN is our number. 

See the Great Seal of the United States of America. 

"We cannot expect full complement Chapels initially. They 

. should start as smaller groups and fill in to the full com- 
plement as they grow with the educational program of AWAKE. 

Bo not attempt restrictions in the area of denomination. 

Our purpose is to UNITE ALL WHITE CHRISTIANS, regardless 
of their sect or denomination. This is. what Satan and his 
children fear! Satan and his kids like to keep white 
Christians (God's people) fighting amongst themselves and 
these denominations are used for that purpose. We must 
expect eertain rebuffs from those individuals who have been 
subjected to error in their theological backgrounds. 

Whether or not they remain in their previous denomination 
after they hear the truth is an individual matter. The 
Chapel will no doubt replace the pulpit of many a phoney who 
is NOT preaching 'THUS SAYETH THE LORD* . 

"Contact any local radio enthusiast or radio repair shop for 
info on Citizen Band radio sets. The Walkie Talkie sets also. 
Mobile sets are available for cars, with crystals for all 
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channels. This will be a subject for an AWAKE booklet in 
the future but is flexible. No problem should exist on this 
subject if initiative is used. 

"It is hoped that the above material can be helpful to Area 
Coordinators. Please do not hesitate to submit questions 
and seek assistance from Zone Hq. God bless you all.

Attached to the above information were reports 
directed to "Col. W.P. Gale - P.0. Box 9 1L Lancaster , 
California," entitled "AWAKE CHAPEL FORMATION REPORT." 

The above source also advised that the Christian 
Knights of the Invisible Empire (CKIE), also known as Ku Klux 
Klan, held an initiation in Lancaster, California, on October 
19, 1963 , at which approximately thirty-eight members were 
inducted. Wesley Albert Swift, Minister of the Church of 
Jesus Christ - Christian, Lancaster, California, presided at 
this meeting and defined the objectives of the organization 
as preserving the Constitution of the United and the white 
race and to fight communism. The members were furnished 
white cloth robes and white cloth hoods with eye holes and 
instructed to wear the robes and firearms to subsequent 
meetings. 

Source stated that the over-all structure of CKIE 
was as follows: 

" FIRST FRONT - This is the Church of Jesus Christ, 
Christian, and from its faithful 
members are recruited members for the 

" SECOND FRONT - This is the AWAKE MOVEMENT, and from 

this group are selected the more mili- 
tant members who will comprise the 
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“THIRD FRONT - This will be the CHRISTIAN KNIGHTS 
OF THE INVISIBLE EMPIRE * which will 
have the outward impression of a

LA T-2. stated that SWIFT has recent ly been ridiculing 
GALE and the Christian Knights of the Invisible Empire members 
by describing them as "night shirt" boys 0 GALE is being left In 
charge of Christian Knights of the Invisible Empire, and SWIFT 
Is assuming leadership of an organization in Los Angeles known 
as the Christian Defense League „ 

LA T-l subsequently made available information 
pertaining to the organization by the name of the Army of 
White American Kingdom Evangelists, also known as "Awake", 
which is believed to have originated with GALE, Lancaster, 
California o Pertinent ^portions of the Information furnished 
by LA T-l is set forth as follows;

The continental limits of the United States is divided 
into four (4) Zones, each consisting of a certain number 
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"of States and each commanded by a Zone Commander of 
AWAKE o 

"A National Chaplain has been established and the 
Chaplain General appoints all Zone, State and District 
Chaplains and supervises the Education Department of 
AWAKE o 

"Each State will contain an AWAKE militia - ‘A militia 
being necessary for the security of a free STATE, the 
right of the people to keep and bear arms shall not be 
inf ringed „* 

" Hie AWAKE militia of each State will be directed by a 
State Commander arid necessary staff e U c S 0 Congression- 
al Districts with their political subdivision numerical 
identities will contain AWAKE District Posses, each to 
be identified by the political subdivision number of 
their respective State Congressional Districts „ (i„eo 
the 22rid Congressional District of California will 
contain California District Posse No* 22) „ State 
Commanders will be appointed by the respective Zone 
Commanders 0 

"Each District Posse will consist of any number of 
CHAPELS, each Chapel consisting of thirteen (13) men 
(a squad) plus the wives or adult female members of 
their families. Each individual will be known as a 
Christian soldier Participation is limited to 
Christians of the white race. Initially, Chapel 
Leaders might be appointed by Area Coordinators until 
District Posse commanders are operable, at which time the 
District Posse commanders may appoint Chapel Leaders, 
(Each Chapel constitutes a 'tape group' under the AWAKE 
Education Department,) 
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"Each CHAPEL will constitute Committees as follows? 

"(1) ANTI-CHRISTIAN ACTIVITIES COMMITTEE - Will 
investigate anti-Christian activities in the Chapel's 
local community and maintain records and data of 
such activities for use by the District Posse * 

"(2) COMMUNICATIONS COMMITTEE - is responsible for 
coordinating communications and communications equipment „ 

"(3) EQUIPMENT COMMITTEE - is responsible for coordinat- 
ing the supply and maintenance of equipment as required 
by the Chape 1 0 This Includes coordination with District 
Posse commander for establishment of emergency

"(4) EDUCATION COMMITTEE - is responsible for 
acquisition and distribution of educational material,

"(5) FINANCE COMMITTEE - is responsible for the

"A National Education Department of AWAKE has been 
constituted for the provision of educational material 
to all Chapels and functions under the supervision of 
the Chaplain Genera 1„ 

"A National law Department of AWAKE has been constituted 
and appoints a Church Attorney General to supervise the 
law Department o Zone Commanders appoint Zone Church 
Attorneys; State Commanders appoint State Church Attorneys 
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"and Posse District commanders appoint Posse District 
Church Attorneys o All Church Attorneys are under the 
technical supervision of the National Law Department 
and under the command supervision of their respective 
levels 0 Each should be a member of his respective Bar 0 

"Each CHAPEL Leader is required to become a dues paying 
member of the DEFENDERS OF THE AMERICAN CONSTITUTION, 
INCo of Washington, D 0 C 0 and thereby receive the 
Publication TASK FORCE as educational material for 
his respective CHAPEL,, The Education Department of 
AWAKE will forward; two tape recordings per week to 
each CHAPEL for use in weekly CHAPEL meetings „ 

"Financing s AWAKE: will be self “financing 0 Each 
Christian soldier and participant of a CHAPEL should 
pledge tithes and offerings of at least Two Dollars 
per .month o Life membership in AWAKE may be obtained 
by an offering of One Thousand Dollars <> The 
Education Department should receive the initial 
Fifteen Dollars of; tithes and offerings monthly from 
each CHAPEL to cover the minimum cost of tapes „ 
Additional tithes and offerings may be forwarded 
to expand the Education Department's activities and as 
Church offerings o The balance of funds based upon 
the minimum pledge: will be forwarded to Zone Commanders 
for distribution and payment of evangelist missionary 
expenses of National Headquarters, Zone Headquarters, 
and State Headquarters and the District Fosses 0 

"Oaths All participants in AWAKE will be required to 
take an oath as prescribed in future instructions. 
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"Recruitments It Is recommended that Zone Commanders 
appoint area or regional organizers of coordinators 
until such time as qualified State Commanders might be 
appointed o Coordinators should be paid for their 
work on a bag is of One Dollar per person pier month . 
Report forms will be used by Coordinators designating 
the CHAPELS they organize* thence funds can be 
appropriated monthly from tithes and offerings to the 
account of the coordinator. This method should 
entice good men to work hard and also provide the 
inducement toward speedy organization. A 'Guide* 
for Coordinators will be prepared for distribution.

"Area Coordinators should schedule regular meetings 
with CHAPEL Leaders until such time as sufficient

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"Coordinator may schedule meetings with Posse District 
commanders „ These meetings may be semi-monthly and 
at least monthly 0 ; State Commanders will maintain 
coordination meetings with Area Coordinators and Zone

"Note on Communications : Each CHAPEL should strive 

toward acquisition of Citizen Band transceivers or 
participants who are HAM radio operators 0 The small 
Walkie-Talkie radio transceivers should be acquired 
by as many persons as possible. Channels 7 ox* 9 are 
usually installed in these.

"Age of AWAKE Chapel participants. - There are no 
official age restrictions but the over-all purpose of 
AWAKE should be recognized by all leadership and the 
Chapels should correspond to the purpose. l8to 80 is 
appropriate. It is suggested that Chapel Leaders form 
YOUTH GROUPS as ah adjunct to the weekly conduct 
of Chapel affairs. WE NEED TO REACH THE YOUTH OP 
AMERICA.* These youth groups may meet separately from 
the regular Chapel meetings or they can be conducted * 
simultaneously, depending upon the local conditions 
such as availability of space, etc. The youth groups 
should initially be limited to the educational material 
and upon each youth’s approach to a mature understanding 
of the problems, each one can be considered Individually 
for graduation to an active role in a Chapel or 
formation of new Chapels with a majority of youth as 
participants. In all cases, mature adult leadership 
should be maintained where a majority of the Chapel Is 
of a young age. It might be well to consider youth 
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"groups under the age of 18 years as Chapel STUDY 
GROUPS, There are exceptions for individual cases 
and these exceptions are at the discretion of the 
Chapel Leaders and the Area Coordinators, Youth tape 
study groups are essential! 

"The possibility of a ‘questionnaire 1 for prospective 
Chapel members might arise. This can be answered with 
a strong suggestion that the less red tape the better. 
Once Chapels commence the AWAKE educational material* a 
process of elimination should be expected. The basic 
requirements for participants being white Christians 
should suffice. Occasionally the enemy poses as 
such and infiltrates. In these instances* the 
“message* will obtain reactions and it has been our 
experience that this reaction to the truth exposes the 
infiltration to the true participants. It might 
be mentioned here that some Chapels might initially be 
formed with all “hard-core* - but this is not expected. 
We feel that the educational material* presented over a 
reasonable period ;of time* will DEVELOP hard core. 

This results from ; separation of the weak-kneed and 
filling up with others who become strong as a result 
of the true Christian teachings presented by AWAKE, 

Area coordinators should develop methods for 
constant evaluation of each Chapel and Chapel 
Leaders, Lo not hesitate to replace weakness with 
strength. Use diplomatic methods for removing weak 
Chapel leadership by rotation of assignments within the 
Chapels, Constant; attention should be given to 
functioning of the : internal Chapel committees as 
outlined for the Chapels, This keeps participants 
busy* as well as providing the action necessary for 
evaluation and testing. 
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"Some might feel that 2|- hours of tape recordings 
is too much. This may he true for initiates - and 
then again it may not be so. This is a matter for 
analysis on each local level. We have many groups 
who spend as much ; as 5 and 6 hours listening to these 
tapes o Some cannot get enough after they have once 
started hearing them. If Chapel meetings commence at 
7?30 or 8s00 p,m, t all can be home at llsOO p.m. or even 
10; 00 p.m. if desirable. The average JBS Chapter 
meets until after midnight and no one seems to complain. 
This can be left to the discretion of the local Chapel - 
and tapes can be played on other than meeting nights at 
the homes of individuals if they so desire. Zig or 
Zag -but let the: Word be heard. 

"Publicizing the background of AWAKE leadership. - 
This can be better accomplished by word of mouth if 
at all* and even then carefully. In this fight 
against communism, the leadership should be protected 
as much as possible. We also should recognize that 
our leader Is Jesus Christ and this can be the reply 
to inquisitive people. 

, t 

"instruction Booklet. As time permits, we will prepare 
instruction booklets and guides for AWAKE operations. 
Initially, we shohld just ‘get going’ - because time’s 
awastin*. Some people need detailed and Itemized 
guidance. Others are self-starters. Right now, 
we need the self-starters - those who can’ read and 
analyze a project ; memo. If all AWAKE coordinators 
use the material they now have, all AWAKE Chapels will 
be on* the same track. Flexibility should be maintained 
to meet the needs ; of different local conditions. The 
weekly flow of educational material to the Chapels will 
also assist in maintaining all along certain guide lines. 
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"A question might arise regarding the 13 participants 
per Chapel, and their female or other adult members 
of their families. Where there are previously 
organized groups with less than the 13 families, the 
previous set-up need not be disturbed. Simply lay 
the AWAKE program, over the top and spread out on the 
AWAKE project while keeping the previous 
group as a separate entity for its original purpose . 

Let the newcomers; come into a separate project and not 
even be aware of previous projects. The THIRTEEN is 
our number. See the Great Seal of the United States 
of America, 

"We cannot expect^ full complement Chapels initially. 

They should start as smaller groups and fill in to 
the full complement as their grow with the educational 
program of AWAKE, ! Do not attempt restrictions in the 
area of denomination. Our purpose is to UNITE ALL WHITE 
CHRISTIANS, regardless of their sect or denomination. 
This is what Satan and his children fear! Satan and 
his kids like to keep white Christians (God's people) 
fighting amongst themselves and these denominations 
are used for that purpose. We must expect certain 
rebuffs from those individuals who have been subjected 
to error in their theological backgroundsi. Whether or 
not they remain in their previous denomination after 
they hear the truth is an individual matter. The 
•Chapel will no doubt replace the pulpit of many a 
phoney who is NOT preaching 'THUS SAYETH THE LORD’,

Los Angeles County Sheriff's Office, Lancaster, California, 
furnished a copy of their report number Z - 955 - 599 , dated 
November 1 6 , 19§3, which reflects in substance that WILLIAM 
P 0 GALE appeared at the Antelope Valley Station on November 
16, 1963 and was interv iewed by Sergeant's JOHN H 0 BENGSTON 
and 


The report reflects that GALE introduced himself 
as a retired Army Colonel, and stated he was a member of the 
local Christian Congregation of the Church of Jesus Christ, and 
he was there to determine why several members of the church 
were being harassed by; the Sheriff 's Department „ He furnished 
Information to the effect he had been requested to take a 
polygraph examination concerning the burning of TV store, 
and that several members of his church had also been requested 
to take a polygraph examination „ 

l * 
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GALE advised 1 the officers that he is an ardent 
supporter of individual states' rights . He quoted Bible 
scriptures to substantiate his beliefs on complete white 
Christian supremacy, and also stated that the Jews were not 
considered by him to be 0£ethe,‘Wfed terrace. 

GALE also to:ld the officers that he was the 
organizer of the California Rangers, which was formed 
primarily for the purpose of Civil Defense, and claimed 
that this organization; was registered with the Secretary 
of State. He stated this organization had been disbanded, 
and claimed that it had been organized because he had 
determined that the city of Los Angeles had only 4,500 
police officers, and should an emergency or disaster in the 
city of Los Angeles happen, it would be ridiculous to 
believe that such a small number of officers could handle 
the situation. GALE claimed that he had documentary 
evidence that several iradio and television personalities 
were affiliated with Subversive organizations on the communist 
front, and that he also had evidence that the Anti -Defamation 
League of B'Nai B'Rith were financially supporting the 
, and there were current plans that this Jewish 
organization would start a large fire in a section of Los 
Angeles, that this fire would be of such a magnitude that 
the people would be running to the location, that in the other 
end of the city would be loosed tens of thousands of Negroes 
armed with guns and rifles who had orders to- rape all white 
women and to kill every white male. 

GALE also told the officers that because of his 
18 years of service in the U. S. Army, having served part of 
this time on the General Staff in the pe ntagon in Washington, 
that he had access to confidential and secret documents of 
hearings which had been conducted by the Committee on 
Un-American Activities.

On December >26, 1963 LA T-l furnished information 
to the effect that AdmiraL CROMWELL /possibly JOHN CROMMELIN) 
had checked over the plans for the Christian Defense League 
(CDL) and approved them enthusiastically, 

LA T-l stated that SWIFT has been poking fun at 
GALE and has intimated that GALE is on the verge of being 
in a serious mental state, and that he has been drinking 
heavily for some time, | 

On January 8, 19.64 LA T-l advised that the CDL was 
started several years ago in Los Angeles, California by 
GALE, SWIFT, and BERTRAND L, CQMPARET, and another person whose 
Identity he did not know. He claims that SWIFT has not 
pushed the CDL because he wanted a more aggressive 
organization like the Christian Knights of the Invisible 
Empire , I 

LA T-l furnished information to the effect that he 
had learned that the Christian Knights of the Invisible 
Empire Is going to be allowed to die a natural death in the 
Lancaster area, although it appears that GALE and SWIFT have 
effected a truce in their relationship. He stated GALE was 
to devote his efforts to the Awake movement. He added that 
he knows of no violence planned by Awake, 

LA T-2 on December 10, 1963 advised that on 
December 5 , 19^3 she was invited to attend a church meeting

I The source stated that the meeting was 
presided over by Wesley Albert Swift and that approximately 
thirty-eight members were inducted. The source stated that 
Swift explained to those present that the organization was 
actually the Ku Klux Klan, but since the Klan was regarded as 
illegal, they would call themselves the Christian Knights of 
the Invisible Empire.!

A review! of the military service records on file 
at the Military Personnel Records Center, St. Louis, Missouri, 
by IC NOEL L. BAKER on January 4, 1963, for WILLIAM POTTER 
GALE indicated that he had military service in the United 
States National Guard of California from August 8, 1932, to 
November 12, 1934,; State National Guard 1 from November 15,; 
1934, to June 4, 1937, Federal National Guardi from November 1 
1937, to September 10, 1938, State National Guardi and 
from January 22, i94l, to March 2, 1941, State National Guard.

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He was appointed and commissioned a Second Lieutenant 
in the United States National Guard of California on March 3, 
1941, under Serial No. 0 4l6 089 and entered on active duty- 
on the same date at Los Angeles* Calif ornia. He was honorably- 
retired as a Lieutenant Colonel on June 30, 1950, at 
Letterman General Hospital, San Francisco, California, due 
to a permanent disability diagnosed as "000 hepatitis, chronic, 
moderate, cause undetermined . . . . " and placed on the Temporary- 
Disability Retired List. His appointment in the U. S. Army 
Reserves was terminated on April 1, 1953* by operation of law. 
The service records indicated that he was appointed as a 
Lieutenant Colonel in the United States Army, Officers 1 
Reserve Corps on June 25, 1947, and accepted this appointment 
on June 2 6 , 1947.

Among 
the remarks in this leaflet is, "We have left one last chance 
to wrest control of the U. S. Government from the Communist 
hands of foreign and domestic anti-Christian, African 
negroes and arch-traitors of Congress who have been bought 
by them body and soul. Unless action is taken, at once, 
our Constitutional Republic will die, and open warfare will 
begin between the races." Referring to the; U. S. as a 
Socialist government, this leaflet states, "The cause of this ' 
terrible tragedy lies, not because of 5 unworthy Presidents*" 
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in a row. It is not due to 9 Communist- voting Judges of 
the Supreme Court. It’s sole c^use is the outright purchase 
of Americanism, the Honor and the very Aryan, Caucasian 
blood in the veins of Christian j[u$as Iscariots in the U. S. 
Congress. They have sold, for gold, the people’s control 
of the just powers bequeathed to them, by the white Caucasians 
who established our country."

held at 7:00 P.M. June 10, 1964, at 1017 Arlington Avenue, 

Los Angeles. At this meeting Rockwell announced he and 
Forbes had spent the afternoon with Dr. Wesley Swift and 
Richard G. Butler, CDL, concerning the possible merger of the 
CDL and the ANP. Rockwell claimed that this was the first 
time two national leaders of "right-wing" organizations 
have come together to consider a merger. 

Rockwell urged the members of the ANP in Los 
Angeles to^ become more militant and said they should keep 
fighting in the streets and keep the ANP in the Newspapers # 11 

Rockwell stated his host during his recent visit 
in Seattle, Washington, was an employee at the Boeing 
Aircraft Company and possessed a top secret clearance. He 
stated this man made all arrangements with the University of 
Washington concerning Rockwell's appearance on the campus. 
Rockwell stated that his host took him on a two day camping 
and fishing trip close to the Canadian border.

CDL officials reached by The 
Daily Report insisted their or F 
ganization was not anti-Negro, 
anti -Jewish or anti - Catholic. 
“It’s just pro- Christian,” they 
declared, yet applications for 
CDL membership are accepted 
only from members of , the; 
“white race.” 

First letter mailed in' the’ 
West End by the CDL went to 
a seemingly random selection 
of business firms, announcing 
the CDL’s proposed publication

Compile Merchant List 
“The Chrzstia.il Defense 
League is compiling a list of 
Christian merchants and-serv-* 
ices in our area. 

“This list will be distributed 
to all of our members and they 
in turn will recommend the list’ 
to ad of their friends and neigh- 
bors as a buying guide.

"We have many sucb .projects 
in many, many communities,” 
she said. "This is only one of 
them. It. is a Christian Buyers

But who did the actual select- 
ing of West End merchants who 
were solicited to list their busi- 
ness firms in this buyer’s guide? 

Miss. Hanna said Mr. Butler! 
would h^ve to answer that sort 
of question. He .would not an- 
swer such a question over the 
telephone, she added. 

Asked what the purpose was 
in compiling such a guide to 
business and professional, firms 
in this area, Miss Hanna said

B'nai Brith Anti Defamation League Says 
Radical Right Is Threat To United States

NEW YORK — AP — The 
Anti-Defamation League of 
B’nai Brith today said the 
radical right is a growing 
threat to Democracy and the 
nation. 

Dore Schary, producer and 
playwright who is the league’s 
national chairman, said the 
radical right is a “magnet for 
bigots,” rejects the “tradition- 
al tolerance ... of our two 
party system” and “tends to 
see history as a conspiracy 
of evil and faithless men.” 

Schary said the document 
he quoted has been in prep- 
aration for four years and 
should not be considered an 
attack on the Republican 
Party or its presidential can- 
didate, Senator Barry Gold- 
water. 

The report, entitled Danger 
On The Right, was written by 
Arnold Forster, general coun- 


sel, and Benjamin R. Epstein, 
national director of the 
league. It is to be published 
in book form October 9th by 
Random House. 

In a news conference yes- 
terday, Schary divided the po- 
litical spectrum of the right 
of center movement into 
“conservatism,” “extreme 
conservati sm,” “radical 
right,” and “rabble rousing 
right” or “lunatic fringe.” 

He said the rabble rousing 
element includes the Ku Klux 
Klan and the Minutemen “and 
adds the extra noxious ingre- 
dient of racial and religious 
bigotry.” 

Schary said upwards of 
$14 million is spent annually 
by the radical right and ex- 
treme conservatives and that, 
this figure may rise to $25 
million during 1964. He said 
the rabble rousing wing

spends an additional $1.5 mil- 
lion. 

In addition, he said, other 
millions not directly con- 
tributed' to " rightist"' groups 
are spent by individuals, cor- 
porations and some tax ex- 
empt foundations in support 
of rightist causes. 

Forster said the John Birch 
Society had a budget of $1.6 
million last year and is plan- 
ning a $6 million budget this 
year. 

The report identifies as be- 
longing to the radical right 
such groups as the Christian 
Anti-Communism Crusade, 
the National Education Pro- 
gram, Facts Forum and the 
Dan Smoot Report, Church 
League of America and the 
Conservative Society of 
America. 

It describes as extreme con- 
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servatives the Americans for 
Constitutional Action, Young 
Americans for Freedom and 
the magazine, The National 
Review. 

The reports says business 
contributors to “ r i g h ti s t ” 
groups include Republic Steel 
Corporation, United States 
Steel Corporation, Gulf Oil 
Corporation, Humble Oil & 
Refining Company, and Tech- 
nicolor, Inc. 

Among the contributing 
foundations, the report says, 
are the Chance Foundation,’ 
Donner Foundation, William 
Volker Fund and Helm Foun- 
dation. 

The Anti-Defamation

The source learned that while in California, 
Charles C©nley Lynch was active in racial activities in 
Los Angeles, He learned of the marriage of a Negro and 
a white person,, which is a violation of State law in 
California , Lynch went before a judge and had a warrant 
issued for the parties to the marriage, which resulted in 
a considerable amount of publicity. The publicity was the 
objective of Lynch in the matter. 

Lynch reportedly stated, that the newspapers in 
California were looking for someone to speak out against 
the Negro and he was what they were looking for. Lynch 
also reportedly mad© the statement that a man from the ' 
Justice Department had offered him $50 j 000,00 to^ w lay off"’ 
racial activity in Los Angeles but Lynch turned it ^ down. 
The man mad© the remark that '’every man has his price , " 
Lynch used this as an example to show how effective his 
organisation is. 


Lynch reportedly has stated that he is protecting 
the rights of the people and the Coinstitution, While in 
Los Angeles a man from the Justice Department handed Lynch 
a copy of the Public Accommodations Law and Lynch burned it, •

Reverend Charles Conley Lynch, also known as 
Conie C. Lynch, Connie Lynch, Conrad Lynch, 
was a member of the United Florida Ku Elux Elan 
COFKKK) and the Ku Klux Elan (EKE), and he 
regularly attended meetings and spoke at rallies 
during that period. One of the above sources 
advised on October 7, 1963, that Lynch was the 
main speaker at a EEE rally held north of 
Jacksonville, Florida, on September 30, 1963. 

Lynch, in his speech, stated that the purpose 
of the Elan was to awaken the white man to the 
dangers of integration and to combat it with 
violence if necessary. 


A characterisation of the UFKKE and the EEE 
appears in the appendix section of- this memorandum.

'’UNITED FLORIDA KU KLUX KLAN 
(UFKKK) 


v- A source advised on August 20, 1955 , that a new 

organization known as the Florida Ku Klux Klan (FKKK) had 
been formed at Macclenny, Florida, on August 14, 1955, by former 
members of the Association of Florida Ku Klux Klan (AFKKK) , 

The objectives of this group, according to a second 
source are to oppose integration in the schools and to fight 
communism. 

Regarding AFKKK, a third source advised that a former 
official of the Association of Georgia Klans (AGK) formed an 
organization on July 7, 1953, known as AFKKK. The ’Morning 
Tribune” * Tampa* Florida newspaper* in its August 11* 1955* 
issue revealed AFKKK disbanded on that date. 

A fourth source advised on October 25, 1956, that 
AFKKK operated under the same principles and bylaws as the AGK. 

The AGK has been designated by the Attorney General pursuant to 
'Executive Order 10450. 

A fifth source advised on February 17, 1958, that the 
FKKK is operating and maintaining the same objectives as set 
forth above . 

The sixth source advised on June 28, 1961, that at 
a meeting held in Orlando, Florida, on June 25, 1961,- the. -FKKK and 
the United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc., in Florida, 
consolidated and the new organization is known as the UFKKK. 

On May 17,. 1962, the sixth source advised that the 
UFKKK is still in existence in Florida and maintains the same 
objectives as set forth above.

UNITED KLANS OF AMERICA, INC. 

KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAN (UNITED KLANS) 


Records of the Superior Court of Fulton. County, 
Georgia, show that this Klan organization was granted a 
corporate charter on February 21, 1961, at Atlanta, Georgia, 
under the name UNITED KLANS, KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAN OF 
AMERICA, INC. 


A source advised on February 27, 1961, that UNITED 
KLANS was formed as a result of a split in U. S. Klans, Knigh s 
of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc. According to the source, the spilt 
resulted from a leadership dispute and United Klans has the 
same aims and objectives as the parent group. These are the 
promotion of Americanism, white supremacy, and segregation of 
the races. 


The first source and a second source advised in 
July, 1961, that the United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of 
America, Inc., merged with Alabaman Knights, Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan. The merged organization established headquarters in 
Suite 401, the Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, ■ Alabama. The 
organization is directed by ROBERT SHELTON, Imperial Wizard, and ■ 
is the dominant Klan group in the South, with units in several 
southern states . 

On August 14, 1961, the second source advised that 
the organization formerly known as United Klans, Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan of America, Inc., wouldbeknown in the t future a 
UNITED KLANS OF AMERICA, INC., KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAN. 

The second source said- the name was changed by a resolution 
.adopted at >he -National Klonvocation held July o, 1901 , at 
Indian Springs, Georgia.

A source, who has provided reliable information in 
the past, furnished to a Special Agent of the FBI information 
concerning a lecture made by Reverend William P. Gale before 
a meeting sponsored by the Americans for the Preservation of 
the White Race (APWR) at Brandon, Rankin County, Mississippi, 
on the night of November 27, 1968. 

t 

A characterization of the APWR is included in the 
appendix of this document. 

Source furnished a handbill which he said was distributed 
on a selective basis advertising the lecture. This handbill 
reflected that Gale is a former Colonel on General Douglas 
Mb&rthur 1 s staff in the Philippines and is presently pastor 
of the Ministry of Christ Church of Glendale, California. The 
handbill reflects that Gale organized and directed guerrilla 
forces in the Philippines during World War II and he is presently 
an expert on constitutional law and has sixteen years of 
theological and graduate studies at Yale University. 

Source stated that the lecture of Gale was very 
anti-Semitic in nature. He said Gale had three Bibles; Protestant, 
Jewish and Catholic and quoted from each of them during the 
lecture. From the Jewish Bible he quoted passages substantiating 
his contention that Jesus was not a Jew; from the Catholic Bible

he ‘showed the Jews are backing Communism. He said the Protestants 
claim the Jews are God's chosen people but he read passages 
from all three Bibles showing they are not the chosen people. 

After the lecture, the audience was allowed to 
ask questions and one person asked about the Government sending 
men to the polling places. Gale said this was unbelievable and 
that they do not have such things in California, though California 
is actually more segregated than Mississippi. 

Gale said, according to the source, that things he 
has heard since he has been in Mississippi that the FBI has 
done he finds almost unbelievable. He said the people do not 
have to put up with such things and that in California they 
do not put up with such treatment. Gale said the Sheriff is 
the high officer and if he is on "our side", they can get him 
to arrest the Agents and take them before a Commissioner. One 
person present said that the reason there were not more people 
in attendance at the lecture was because they were afraid to 

be identified with the APWR because the FBI would learn their

identities and interview them. 

Source stated that Gale said he just could not believe 
that "you people" are not any better organized than they 
apparently are. . He said if they were organized they would not , 
have to put up with these unbelievable things he has been told 
about. Gale said the Bible is the law. He said that in his 
church he has a Deputy Sheriff, and that nobody is going to 
bother him. 


Source said that Gale told his audience that the 
FBI has talked to him on more than one occasion and that if he 
wants to talk to the Agents, he does so, but if he does not feel 
like it, he refuses to talk.

Gale said, "but let them try just one time to arrest 
me; it will be, over iny dead body". 

Source advisdd that Gale talked about his personal 
authority and said he has’ authority to have a man killed. He 
said, "You can be in the same position I am in", and that 
what his audience needed was leadership. He said "It's in 
the Bible" and that what they needed to do is to read the Bible 
and "You will know what to do". 

Source stated that Gale mentioned that he, has an 
organization of 2,000 men, which source said is the same number 
of men that Sidney Barnes has mentioned in the past. Gale said 
he could make one telephone call and get them together in ten 
minutes . 


Source stated that Gale said that in the event trouble 
should start that night, and said "There is going to be trouble; 
it's goiiig to come to an end", that he had the authority, in 
the event a man from the State of Mississippi refused to follow 
his instructions, to have him shot at once. 

Source advised that Gale is obviously very anti-Semitic 
and that he quoted passages from the Bible indicating that 
Jews are to be destroyed. Source said, however, that Gale did 
not advocate everybody going out and killing Jews like Sidney 
C. Barnes and his wife advocate. 

A collection was taken up at the meeting according 
to the source, and Gale announced that none of the money would 
go to him but that it would go to fight for "the cause" and 
-would be put to a good purpose. 

Source stated that Gale announced that the lecture was 
actually a memorial service for Kathleen Madlyn Ainsworth, "who 
was a very wonderful and religious person who is now turning to

dust, but she is an angel; believe me, I know she is an 
angel; Yahu (phonetic) has told me so". Source said that 
- this’ is the name that Gale and Barnes' use for God. 


Source said that during his lecture. Gale quoted 
various laws, codes and' sections from memory, as well as 
numerous passages from the Bible. He said that the people 
in Rankin County have a law library and that they should 
go to the library and inform themselves on the law. 

, Various pamphlets were available for the people to 
take with them, one of which was entitled identity”, and was 
apparently written by Gale. 


Source advised that during Gale's lecture, an 
individual delivered a message on a piec e of naner to Gale 

.announcing that the jury in the trial of 

l had just rendered a guilty verdict and that had 

been sentenced to 30 years in the penitentiary. source said 
that Gale read the message aloud and that it was obvious that 
Sidney Crockett Barnes, who was sitting on the rostrum with 
Gale, was severely upset.

AMERICANS FOR THE PRESERVATION 
OF THE WHITE RACE (APWR) 


The records of the Secretary of State, State of 
Mississippi, Jackson, Mississippi, reflect that the Americans 
for the Preservation - of the White Race was granted a charter 
of incorporation on June 25, 1963, at Jackson, Mississippi* 
According to the charter of incorporation, this organization 
was formed for bettering the conditions and improving the 
welfare of the white race and to insure peaceful coexistence 
between the races of the South, maintaining law and order- at 
all times and to provide for the general welfare of the 
physical, mental, and moral condition of mankind and to 
promote the cultural, social, literary, and mental welfare 
of its members . 

A source advised on May 28, 1968, that the APWR, 
with headquarters at Jackson, Mississippi, is now dominated 
by present and former ICu Klux IClan members. The APWR presently 
serves as a front organization for the White Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan of Mississippi (WKKKKOM) , having been taken 
over by individual members of the WKKKKOM during the latter 
part of 1967. In most chapters of the APWR, Klan members 
are in complete control. 

This source advised that the APWR, during 1968, 
has been primarily concerned with financial support to ^ 
various Klan members who have been arrested in Mississippi, 
both by federal authorities and state authorities, for acts 
of racial violence. The major, fund-raising projects are for 
the purpose of paying attorneys' fees for those Klansmen 
being tried or awaiting trial. In addition, the APWR 
actively attempts to nominate and support candidates for 
state and local offices who are sympathetic to their cause. 

The APWR also supports the segregation of schools and other 
public facilities, and is attempting to promote private 
schools to avoid integration.

(see appendix) . A handbill distributed on a selective 
basis, advertising the lecture, reflected that Gale was 
a former Colonel on General Douglas MacArthur’s staff in 
the Philippines and is presently Pastor of the Ministry 
of Christ Church of Glendale, California. The handbill 
reflected that Gale organized and directed guerilla 
forces in the Philippines during World War II and is 
presently an expert on Constitutional Law and has sixteen 
years of Theological and graduate studies at Yale .

Gale’s lecture was described by .source one as 
very anti-Semitic, in nature.

Gale is the 
founder and Pastor of the Ministry of Christ Church, and 
conducts weekly Sunday meetings, 7s 30 p.'ia. at the Masonic 
Temple, 244 Worth Maryland Avenue a , Glendale, California..

Source, eight advised /chat Gale was a former close 
associate o f Dr. Wesley Alberiy^fwift* and added that Gale 
started his own church* causing* Gale and Swift to "split- 
up".. Gale took about half of Swift’s congregation with him. 
Source eight advised that Gale'rs statement indicating an 
organization of some 2*000 members* was* in his Opinion* a 
gross exaggeration to impress the audience to whom Gale was 
speaking. Source eight added that Gale’s following 
probably consists of past and current members of his congre- 
gation* which consisted of only 30 - 40 members during 1966. 
Source eight advised that Dr. Swift occasionally talks about 
Gale in a general way* mostly to run him doxrn* but has never 
made any comments regarding any specific activity on the part

Source eight added that while associated with 
Dr. Swift* Gale was known as the military operations 
commander for the California.

and literature distributed by the organization ind.ica.te .its purpose 
to be the resistance to, and exposure of, the spread of Communist 
influence within the United States; for the formation of a guerrilla 
or underground organization to combat the troops of any foreign 
powers which might eventually occupy this country; to resist 
passage of laws which would regulate private ownership of firearms . 



_ April, 1966, DE PUGH stated the "Minutemen" organi- 

zation ‘was then dividing itself into two bodies; one group to be 
members who have been able to maintain their identity in complete 
secrecy from the public and government investigative agencies, 
and the other group to be made up of members who have been publicly 
identified and who will become active in the Patriotic Party.
